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Truck Convoy 
Blames Strikers 
In Gun Battle 


A running gun battle between 
a trucking company official, con- 
voyving three of his trucks out of 
the city, and two carloads of men 
whom he identified as striking 
drivers. flared near Atlanta yes- 
terday 
local drivers’ strik* 
freight movement. 

Lawton Shaw, vice president 
and manager of the K, & L. Iines, 
said he exchanged shots with the 
two cars in an eight-mile chase 
at 50 miles An hour between Hape- 
ville and Jonesboro. 

“After two bullets whizzed by 
my head, I fired twice at the on- 
coming cars,” Shaw related. “One 
of the cars swerved, and that was 
the last I saw of them. I don’t 
know whether or not I hit them.” 

War Materials. 

Shaw said he was following his 
three trucks—loaded_ partially 
with war materials—when the 
two automobiles sped by them 
near Hapeville and stoned the 
trucks, smashing a glass. He got 
hie car between the others and 
ig-zagged over the road while his 
trucks fled, he said. The two cars 
rammed his automobile in futile 
fo pass and get to the 
trucks, Shaw added, Unable to 
get to the trucks, a man in one 
of the cars’ leaned out and started 
shooting, the official said. 

“The attackers were truckers on 
strike.” Shaw declared. “I know 
some of them, because they were 
my employes.” 

Shaw said he reported the inci- 
dent to the sheriff at Jonesboro 
and to the State Patrol. 

The trucking company official 
said he decided to move the 
trucks, which had been loaded 
three days, when some of the 
drivers volunteered to drive them 
under convoy. 

Await Session Today. 

The union, itself, is slated to 
make an effort today to end the 
walkout, pending a decision on the 
wage increase demahds now be- 
fore Economic Stabilization Direc- 
tor Fred Vinson. 

W. T. Archer, business: agent for 
the International Union of Team- 
sters, Chauffeurs, Warehousemen 
and Helpers (AFL), said he would 
call a meeting of strikers today, 
and that union officials would ask 
them to return to work. . He said 
War Labor Board and OPA offi- 
rials had informed him no action 
would be taken on wage requests 
as long as the men are on strike. 

Archer said he worked out plans 
with Army officers yesterday for 
moving essential freight, and that 
17,000. pounds of blood plasma al- 
ready has been started to its des- 
tination. 

“The men want it made clear 
that they are not interfering with 
the war effort,” Archer comment- 
ed. “They are tired of working 
for the same wages they received 
a year ago, and they are tired of 
waiting from eight to 13 months 
for a decision from Washington.” 

Archer said he had received no 
information on the “alleged inci- 
dent near Jonesboro.” 

Jeopardize Freight? 

“Trucking ines might jeopard- 
ize vital war shipments, however, 
if they attempt to ‘run through’ 
commercial freight,” he observed. 

The strike started Thursday in 
protest against failure of workers 
to receive three cents an hour pay 
retroactive from March 1, 1943. 
The increase reportedly has been 
approved by WPB and OPA, and 
now awaits the signature of Eco- 
nomic Stabilization Director Fred 
Vinson, who was said to be ill. 

Paul L. Styles, regional WLB 
director of disputes, declared the 
pay raise would not be put into 
effect here, regardless of Vinson’s 
action, while the strike is in prog- 
ress. Carl R. Schedler; deputy 
executive director of the National 
War Labor Board, wired Archer 
that the strike is unjustified, and 
called on the union to live up to 
its no-strike agreement. 

Meanwhile, streetcar and bus 
operators, who Friday night with- 
drew their threat to -strike on 
Christmas Eve, awaited action of 
the National War Labor Board on 
their request for a four-cent-an- 
hour increase. The members of 
the street railway employes’ un- 
ion decided to appeal the regional 
-board’s ruling to the national 
hoard, without the threat of the 
walkout 

Backing the operators’ appeal 
for higher wages is the Georgia 
Power Campany, which had ap- 
proved the yY increase.

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InDehydrating, 


Freezer Plants 


By M. L. ST. JOHN, 

Already America’s No, 1 com- 
munity canning state, Georgia in 
the last few months has installed 
more dehydrators than all the re- 
maining 47 states combined, and 
has more freezer lockers than any 
other state. 

And Georgia wants plenty more 
dehydrators and freezer lockers 
scattered over the rural communi- 
ties to provide farmers with a 
complete three-way food conserva- 
tion program in the postwar pe- 
riod, M. D. Mobley, state director 
of vocational education, said, 

A new program in Georgia, 34 
dehydrators now are in operation 
in rural communities in various 
parts of the state, Mobley said. 
Last year there were only four de- 
hydrators, all of them purchased 
and set into operation. Early this 
year the vocational shops, unable 
to purchase machinery because of 
war shortages of equipment, be- 
gan building dehydrators. 

Build Their Own. 

By mid-season they had built 
and placed in operation 30. It cost 
$600 to build these 50-bushel ca- 
pacity dehydrators, -as compared 
with a $1,000 to $1,500 cost for 
purchase of such equipment. 

The southeast, outside of Geor- 
gia, has only 12 dehydrators—and 
the southeast leads the nation in 
the number of such machines, ac- 
cording to J. L. Eason, director of 
the United States Department of 
Education’s war food production 
activities in the southeast, who 
visited here yesterday. 

Mobley estimates that 100 fam- 
ilies make use of each of the 34 
community dehydrators. The ma- 
chinery is: not operated to capacity 
because many of the plants were 
not opened until late in the sea- 
son. Farm men and women are 
putting up, in cellophane-lined 
bags for home consumption, beans, 
fruits, potatoes and corn; They 


al teachers at the schools how to 
dehydrate food and then how to 
re-hydrate it when it is ready to 
be cooked. : 

Freezer Lockers. 

With 10 community freezer 
lockers where farmers can quick- 
freeze and store meats and fresh 
vegetables, Georgia may have 
more of such lockers than all the 
remaining states combined. Eason 
said there are no lockers in any 
other southern state. A survey 
made by Mobley. of 32 of the 49

NEW YORK, Dec. 4.—Governor 
Arnall today discussed with of- 
ficials of the Rockefeller Founda- 
tion and the General. Education 
Board his far-reaching program of 
governmental reformation and in- 
dustrial expansion in the state of 
Georgia, 

The conference was _ seen, 
though no definite application for 
funds was placed with either of 
the foundations, as the first step 
in a move to obtain their aid in 
financing the extensive industral 
research program envisioned in 
the authorization, at the last reg- 
ular session of the state legisla- 
ture, of an agriculture and indus- 
trial development commission. 

“We are making progress in 
Georgia,” the Governor said, “and 
we are making plans. 

Survey Intended. 

“We intend to make a compre- 
hensive survey of our resources 
and our possibilities in the fields 
of agriculture, industry, com- 
merce, education, public health, 
public works, and other divisions 
of enterprise and endeavor. 

“It is my intention to-get the 
best available men in each field, 
quite possibly as high as 75 of 
them in all, to make a thorough 
study of Georgia’s potentialties 
with a view to plotting our ex- 
pansion and growth in the all-im- 
portant postwar years.” 

“Moreover,” the Governor add- 
ed, “I am determined that this

LONDON, Dec. 4—(AP)—A massive fleet of RAF heavy: 
bombers flew within a few miles of bomb-shattered Berlin 
early today in. & colossal bluff that left Nazi fighters over the 
capital while the bombers turned sharply for a devastating 
1,500-ton bomb attack on Leipzig, catching the Reich’s third 
industrial city and gateway to Russia, flat-footed. 


The big Lancasters and Hali- 
faxes made straight for Berlin, 
battling German fighters almost 
all the way in, the air ministry 
said, 

Then, when literally within 
sight of the capital, only Mosquito 
bombers went in to hit selected 


targets while the heavy force 
veered away to blast Liepzig, 100 
miles southwest and leave the cen- 
ter of that city in a flaming mass 
of ruins. 


At the Berlin turning point, the 
air ministry said, most of the Nazi 
fighters seemed to lose the main 
force of bombers, and hastened 
to defend the capital from what 
they feared would be a_ sixth 
smothering bombardment in 16 
days. 

Sirens Scream Trick. 


Awakened by sirens just before 
4 a. m., Leipzig had to defend 
its sprawling railway yards and 
diversified industries mainly with 
searchlights and antiaircraft guns. 


A small number of defending 
fighters turned up at Leipzig be- 


sives and incendaries ended, but 
by the time full squadrons ar- 
rived, the RAF bombers were 
headed for home,

The round-the-clock hammering 
of Nazi objectives continued by 
daylight Saturday, with Allied 
planes knocking down 13 German 
aircraft, including 11 Nazi Dornier 
217 bombers. The bombers were 
bagged by two squadrons of RAF

while other Typhoons hit enemy 
airfields in Belgium. 


American fighter-bombers—dis- 
closed by fhe U. S. Eighth, Air 
Force to be fast P-47 Thunder- 
bolts equipped with special bomb 
racks—hit the airfield at Gozeri- 
jen, Holland. Escorting Thunder- 
bolts downed three Nazi fighters. 


A Fat Target. 


Describing the feint at Berlin, 
one Halifax pilot said flares 
dropped by fighters mistakenly lit

3-Power Chiefs

LONDON, Dec. 4.-—()—Under 
a counterfire of German propa- 
ganda, President Roosevelt, Prime 
Minister Churchill and Premier 
Stalin tonight withheld official 
word on the outcome of their mo- 
mentows Persian conference to 
hasten German defeat and shrivel 
her military might for the future 
safety of Europe. 

Presumably, the official state- 
ment of their sccomplishments 
was being delayed while Roose- 
velt and Churchill traveled home 
from Teheran, capital of Iran, 
where the Moscow radio an- 
nounced officially that the confer- 
ence had been held. 

In Washington, White House 
Secretary Stephen T. Early said 
he did not expect any annotnce- 
ment on the conference to be 
made soon.

Axis and neutral reports indi- 
cated Stalin had approved plans 
for a great invasion of Europe to 
shorten the war against Germany, 
and to press the assault on Japan 
planned a few days earlier with 
Generalissimo Chiang Kai-shek in 
Morth Africa. 

"S was evident that a great 
breadth of subjects had been cov- 
ered in the meeting. The Moscow 
announcement last night said that 
all three leaders were accompa- 
nied by their highest military and 
diplomatic advisers.

Axis Propaganda. 

In a dispatch dated from Istan- 
bul the Berlin radio said that 
Inonu and Foreign Minister Nu- 
man Kenemencioglu had left An- 
kara to meet Roosevelt and 
Churchill. 

The Berlin radio also reported 
that all telephone communications 
in Turkey had been interrupted 
and suggested that this might have 
some connection with the confer- 
ence, although the purported cause 
of cessation was a storm and mi- 
nor earthquake.

“This is a despicable situation,” 
Major James F. Morrison, chief 
of the Fourth Service Command 
Office of Army Emergency Relief, 
said yesterday. in pointing out this 
fact to The Constitution. 

“It is unthinkable a city the size 
of Atlanta—more than 500,000, 
counting suburbs—hasn’t a single 
ward, not even one room, for the 
care of such cases.” 


A Recent Case. 

Major Morrison’s attention had 
been focussed on this situation ‘by 
a case recently handled through 
his office.

The job Mr. J. landed as a 
welder in a war plant was in an- 
other city, outside this state. He 
went ahead, leaving his family 
behind him in pa while he 
started his job and set out to find 
a home for all of them. 

“For a while,” said Mrs. J., “he 
was most considerate. He sent us 
a sizeable share of his income. In 
fact, I was worried how he could 
be supporting himself in the oth- 
er city on the little money he 
held out. He wrote thoughtful, af- 
fectionate letters. 

“Then, out of a clear sky, I sud- 
denly was notified» he was suing 
me for divorce. 

“The letters and the money or- 
ders stopped.” 

Mrs. J. was forced to seek aid 
for her children.

The British Eighth Army, knif- 
ing ahead on the Adriatic flank, 
reached the outskirts of San Vito, 
16 miles beloW the Port of Pes- 
cara, and in fierce fighting cap- 
tured the important highway and 
railway center and market town 
of Lanciano, situated on a 900-foot 
ridge where the Nazis resisted bit- 
terly. ‘ 

General Montgomery’s troops 
also captured the town of Treglio, 
three miles south of San Vito and 
four miles inland, and successfully 
beat off a Nazi counterattack 
there. The most impressive Eighth | 
Army gain came 12 miles inland, 
where the British stabbed forward 
six miles to seize Orsogna, nine 
miles northwest of the Sangro 
river. 

The thrust through Orsogna 
drove a deep wedge into secondary 
defenses the Nazis had establish- 
ed on the Eighth Army front and 
severed road and rail lines with- 
out which the enemy could not 
hope to make another stand any- 
where nearthe Sangro. 

Front line reports disclosed that |} 
even the arrival of reinforcements 
had not enabled the Germans to 
retrieve the great piles of guns, 
ammunition and other equipment 
they. abandoned on the battlefields 
in the Fossacesia area in their first 
disorganized flight. 

Hordes of Prisoners. 

Considerable numbers of prison- 
ers were taken as General Clark’s 
headquarters reported that the on- 
slaught in the central sector was 
“proceeding according to plan.” 

Don Whitehead, Associated | 
| Press correspondent who witness-'| 
ed the start of the big offensive 
near Mignano, said: 

“Never had American troops 
gone into an attack behind such 
an artillery barrage. The ground 
trembled and a storm of demoniac 
sound filled the valleys and pour- 
ed over the mountains. 

“The heavens were lighted with 
gun flashes and a newspaper 
could easily have been read in the 
light. The artillery of one group 
alone hurled 4,000,000 pounds of |’ 
explosives and steel into the nar- 
row sector which had given the 
Germans observation of Allied 
movements in the valleys below. 
German prisoners trapped in their 
foxholes by the steady pounding 
were dazed by the concussion of 
exploding shells, 

“As a result, American troops 
advancing up the Maggiore moun- 
tain sides found little resistance 
from those Germans who re- 
‘mained alive.” 

Demoralized, Mad. 

An RAF’ statement said that 
some Nazi prisoners were insane 
from the effects of the ceaseless 
air and artillery bombardment 
and that “terrific demoralization” 
Vhad been caused among enemy. 
troops. . 

Allied medium and light bomb- 
ers and fighter-bombers gave a 
continuous pounding to German 
positions in and near the battle 
front, while big American Libera-! 
tors attacked Casale airdrome 
near Rome and American Mitch- 
ells and Warhawks bombed the 
ports of Sibenik and Split in Yu- 
goslavia. 

Five formations of German 
planes were intercepted over the 
Eighth Army front and Allied 
fighters shot down six planes and 
damaged two others. A total of 11 
German planes were destroyed 
during 7a day for the loss of a 
single Allied craft.

Police Can Get Fees, 
Appeals Court Rules 


By M. L. St. JOHN 
In a possible far-reaching decision that may cause many 
Georgia counties to turn over hundreds of dollars to their 
county law enforcement officers, the Georgia court of ap- 


peals has ruled that policemen on salary may also receive, 


fees from sale of automobiles confiscated in liquor raids. 


The decision was announced 
yesterday when the appellate 
court reversed the city court of 
DeKalb county in the case of C. 
M. Cloud against DeKalb county. 


Cloud claimed the county owed 
him $1,512.80 in fees for 112 au- 


tomobiles he had helped confis- 
cate while acting as policeman 
from 1935 to 1942. He said he was 
entitled to one-third of the pro- 


ceeds from the sale of these cars, 
but declared all the proceeds had 
been deposited in the county treas- 
ury instead of being distributed 
to the officers. 

The county demurred on the 
grounds that an officer receiving 
a salary is not entitled to receive 
any commissions or ‘fees. Judge 
Frank Guess, of the city court of 
DeKalb county, upheld this de- 
murrer. | 

In overruling the lower court, 
the appellate court ruled: 

“There is no provision of law 
prohibiting an officer who re- 
ceives a salary from also receiv- 
ing fees. The mere fact that a 
county policeman receives a Ssal- 
ary does not preclude him from 
receiving his part of the fees pro- 
vided by the law for officers who 
make the cases and furni the 
evidence for the confiscation of 
vehicles engaged in the illegal 
transportation of liquor.” 

The county also had attacked 
the fact that Cloud had failed to 
file his claim within the 12-month 
statute of limitations period, and 
that he had voluntarily endorsed 
his fee checks to be turned into 
the county treasury. 

“The 12-month statute of limita- 
tions relating to the -filing of 
claims against counties does not 
apply to a claim by an officer of 
money he is entitled to receive 
from the proceeds of sales of vehi- 
cles confiscated in the transporta- 
tion of illegal liquor,” the court of 
appeals held. 

Many Georgia counties have 
placed their law enforcement of- 
ficers on the salary basis, re- 
placing the fee system. 

The court’s decision yesterday 
would not affect all county offi- 
cials who are on a Salary basis in- 
stead of fee basis. In writing the 
decision Justice Jule Felton point- 
ed out that it would not apply 
to tax commissioners. Justice Alex 
W. Stephens concurred in the de- 
cision, while Justice I. H, Sutton 
dissented.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 4,—()— 
Senator McKellar, Democrat,

“Is it the purpose of the Bureau 
of the Budget eventually to get 
all of the American citizens on 
the payroll of the government in 
some way or another?” 

He continued: 

“Every bureau that can possi- 
bly come before this committee 
is up here wanting additional per- 
sonnel—and this is a deficiency 
committee. 

“You are the budget director 
and you are supposed to help us 
cut down expenditures rather 
than increase them. But when you 
come in and ask for a deficiency 
on your own budget, I don’t know 
where we are going.”

Swedish Plaint 
IresRibbentrop 


LONDON, Dec. 4.—(#)-—Ger- 
many refused today to recognize 
Sweden's protest over the arrest 
of 1,200 Norwegian students at 
Oslo University, and Nazi Foreign 
Minister Joachim Von Ribbentrop 
bluntly told the Swedes to mind 
their own business. 

The Berlin radio further quoted 
Von Ribbentrop as saying that 
only Germany’s “defensive battle” 
against Russia had saved Sweden 
from becoming “a theater of war.” 

The Swedish government Wed- 
nesday night made a “‘most urgent 
request” to the German minister 
at Stockholm that Berlin cancel 
an order arresting and deporting 
the students charged with “illegal 
activity against‘Germany.” 

The protest- by the neutral coun- 
try said it was made “in the in- 
terest of future Swedish-German 
relations.” 

Von Ribbentrop, according to 
the Berlin radio, summoned the 
Swedish charge d’affaires in Ber- 
lin to his office and informed him 
the Reich “does not consider itself 
in a position to discuss such ques- 
tions with the Swedish govern- 
ment” and asked that in the fu- 


ture Sweden “refrain from inter- } 


fering with Norwegian-German 
problems.” 

The Berlin broadcast quoted the 
Nazi foreign minister as express- 
ing astonishment over “the atti- 
tude taken by the Swedish gov- 
ernment about events in Norway,” 
and asking why the neutral gov- 
ernment “so far has never thought 
it necessary to undertake similar 
steps with Britain, Russia or the 
United States when Scandinavian 
interests were slighted.” 

Von Ribbentrop also was quoted 
as saying Sweden “abandoned” 
Finland, “a brother nation, during 
its heroic fight for existence 
against Bolshevism, which also 
should be in Swedish interest.” 

Sweden, he declared, did not 
take action “when Britain carried 
the war into the Scandinavian 
countries through their offensive 
action against Norway,” nor did 
she interfere “against the un- 
speakable horrors perpetrated 
when they took over the Baltic 
states.”

mittee approved today a ban 
against government agencies hold- 
ing in reserve appropriated money 
they don’t need.

‘Fever’ Halts 
Emory Classes 


All classes in the colleges of 
arts and sciences at Emory Uni- 
versity will be suspended tomor- 
row and Tuesday because of the 
large number of students who are 
ill in what Atlanta physicians said 
is apparently a mild epidemic of 
catarrhal fever. 

Called “cat fever” by service- 
men returning from the tropics, 
the malady has sent several hun- 
dred Atlantans to bed with high 
fever and malaise, which physi-! 
cians define as “just feeling sick 
all over.” The-ailment is easily 
confused with flu and Emory stu- 
dents’ particularly seem to have 
been infected with severe colds. 


President Goodrich C, White 
said the suspension of classes to- 
morrow and Tuesday was made 
“in order that those students who 
must miss on account of illness 
will not be unduly penalized.” 

White explained that the class 
schedule under the Navy V-12 pro- 
gram is so full that there would 
not be reasonable opportunity for 
those absent to make up work. 

The administration decided, 
therefore, that it would be best 
to suspend class work for two 
days and give everyone an op- 
portunity tq resume work Wed- 
nesday on an equal footing. 

Captain J. V. Babcock, com- 
manding officer of the Navy V-12 
units-at Emory and Georgia Tech, 
said that he fully concurred with 
the action taken by the Emory ad- 
ministration. 

Classes will be held as usual in 
the professional schools inasmuch 
as the colds, from which many of 
the students are suffering, seem to 
be confined almost entirely to 
members of the Naval Unit. 

So far, some 90 naval students 
and only seven civilians have been 
treated. 

Dr. J. D. Farris, the University 
physician, and Lieutenant T. T, 
Blalock, medical officer of the 
V-12 unit, reported that all cases 
were mild in nature and that 
medically the situation is well in 
hand, 

Many of the students already 
have recovered and have been dis- 
missed from the Emory infirm- 
ary.

“eee Hopeful 
‘Scoops’ at End 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 4.—(#)— 
Government officials concerned 
with the handling of war news 
conferred for two hours at the 
White House today on ways of 
preventing premature and uneven 
‘breaks” on news of important 
war conferences such as have just 
taken place in North Africa and 
Teheran, Iran, between leaders of 
the Big Four Allied Nations. 

Elmer Davis, director of the Of- 
fice of War Information, talked 
over the situation with Stephen 
Early, President Roosevelt's press 
secretary, and Byron Price, cen- 
sorship chief. Davis said after- 
ward that he doubted whether 
anything could be done about the 
present conference to give Ameri- 
can newspapers a better break, 
“but we hope we can do better on 
the next one.” 

Earlier in the day, Davis had 
asked the State Department to 
protest to Russia over the official 
Moscow announcement of the 
Teheran conference while official 
news has been withheld in other 
Allied capitals. The State Depart- 
ment said it had asked the Ameri- 
can embassy at Moscow for in- 
formation on the subject. 

Emerging from Early’s office, 
Davis told reporters: 

“We have all been talking over 
possible arrangements for the next 
conference to prevent a repetition 
of these various misfortunes that 
accompanied the last ones. 

“We hope, if possible, to get 
some sort of general agreement 
the next time that will be me- 
chanically preferable and give the 
press and radio of this country— 
and of all countries—a proper 
break: when no one will have an 
advantage over the other.” 

Davis said he did not know 
when any new conference will be 
held, but whenever it is it was 
hoped the arrangements for han- 
dling it through the press and 
radio “will go better.” 

Davis also announced an inten- 
tion to consult with Brendan 
Bracken, British minister of in- 
formation, and with information 
agencies of other countries on 
measures which would prevent 
“repetition of such incidents which 
cause a quite avoidable interna- 
tional irritation.” 

A full day after the Moscow an- 
nouncement officials here appar- 
ently were still without any of- 
ficial information on the historic 
military and political decisions 
which the three Allied leaders un- 
doubtedly reached in their talks 
at Teheran, Iran. 

Stephen T. Early, White House 
Secretary, indicated he had re- 
ceived no word and discounted re- 
ports from abroad that an an- 
nouncement of the results would 
come momentarily. 

“Frankly, I don’t see them as 
coming that quickly,” he told re- 
porters. “If they were I think 
I would know about it.” 


MOSCOW, Dec. 4.—(?)—The 
Russian people, told today that 
Premier Marshal Joseph Stalin 
had met President Roosevelt and 
Prime Minister Churchill in a great 
conference at Teheran, regarded 
the news as the best sign to date 
of increasingly friendly relations 
among the three powers. 

The radio carried only the bare 
announcement, in a Tass dispatch 
from Teheran in neighboring 
lran,-that the meeting had been 
heid, and the broadcasts made no 
comment upon it. But immedi- 
ately the conference became the 
main topic of conversation every- 
where in Moscow. 


Drastic Press Policy Revisions 


May Follow Cairo News Fumble 


LONDON. Dec. 4.—(4)—Drastic 
revision of Allied press policy and 
a tightening of liaison between 
British and American censorships 
is expected in London as a result 
of the fumble that gave Nazi 
Propaganda Minister Goebbels 15 
days in which to talk down the 
big-four conferences without any 
official Allied pronouncements. 

The first measure to co-ordinate 
British-American censorships more 
closely probably will be appoint- 
ment by British Minister of Infor- 
mation Brendan Bracken of a 
“censorship ambassador” to Wash- 
ington—a liaison officer to work 
directly with the U. S. office of 
censorship. 


Liaison now is maintained 
through the British embassy in 
Washington instead of directly 
through Bracken’s own appointee. 

Need for this action was evinced 
the past week when the British, 
Americans and Russians executed 
a “triple double-cross” in releas- 
ing news of the four-power talks. 

Reuters, a British news agency, 
broke the news of the North Afri- 
can-conference 24 hours in ad- 
vance from Lisbon. U. S. Senator 
Tom Connally jumped the gun on 
the Teheran talks, and the Mos- 
cow radio last night gave the first 
official confirmation of the Te- 
heran meeting, much to the sur- 
prise of Washington and London 
official propaganda outlets, which 
were caught flat-footed. 

“Now we're all square,” one of- 
ficial remarked wryly. 

But Goebbels meanwhile picked 
up the pieces and made a flashy 
though flimsy product out of them. 
His corps of propaganda peddlers 
took scraps of speculation from 


‘London and Washington, fitted 


them together with espionage re- 
ports and hawked them all around 
the world under the Nazi label. 

, Goebbels Got Busy. 

“It's deplorable,” lamented one 
Allied publicist. “The Germans 
got the jump on us. They control 
nearly all the important newspa- 
pers and radio stations of the con- 
tinent. They used them all to 
put out their version of the con- 
ferences first. And the first story 
usually sticks. It’s hard to re- 
place it.” 

It was believed that as a result 
of the leakages of the past two 
weeks full publicity would be 
given to major conferences in the 
future or, as Bracken hinted in 
commons, all news from any but 
official Allied sources would be 
banned.

By ‘Unholy Alliance’ 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 4.—(AP)—A smoldering contro- 
versy between senate Democrats broke into the open today 
with a charge by Senator Guffey, Democrat, Pennsylvania, 


that southern members of his 


party had joined in an “un- 


holy alliance” with Republicans to ‘deprive the armed forces 


of America the right to vote.’ 


Threatening to resign his chAir- 
manship of the Senate Democratic 
. Senatorial Campaign Committee | 
in protest, Guffey asserted that 
the coalition which junked the 
administration’s service men’s 
vote measure in the senate yes- 
terday and substituted a “state’s 
rights” proposal also was out to 
kill the antipoll tax bill, 

Guffey declared that the sub- 
stitute proposal offered by Sena- 
tors McKellar, Democrat, Tennes- 
see; McClellan; Democrat, Arkan- 
sas, and Eastland, Democrat, Mis- 
sissippi, calling on the states to 
enact legislation under which 
men and women in the armed 
forces could cast ballots in the 
1944 presidential election, would 
“deprive” uniformed personnel of 
the vote. 

Called “Meaningless.” 

On the other side of the capi- 
tol House Democratic Leader Mc- 
Cormack, of Massachusetts, blunt- 
ly termed the _ substitute © bill 
“meaningless” and hinted that an 
attempt would be made to block 
it in the house unless it is re- 
vised. 

“It's all right to vote to send 
soldiers to die for their country, 
but it’s all wrong to let them vote 
for the officials of their country 
—that’s the effect of the senate’s 
action,” bitterly protested the ma- 
jority floor leader. 

However, Representative Ran- 
kin, Democrat, Mississippi, pre 
dicted swift passage of the sen- 
ate substitute. 

Guffey said a substitute, adopt- 
ed by 42-to-37 vote before the bill 


was passed and sent to the house, 
was sponsored by ‘‘a combination

of northern Republicans and of 

southern Democrats, under the 

leadership of Harry Byrd.” 
Supporting Substitute. 

Twenty-four Democrats, all 
southerners except Senators Mc- 
Carran, of Nevada, Scrugham, of 
Nevada; Gerry, of Rhode Island; 
Tydings, of Maryland; Walsh, of 
New Jersey, and Walsh, of Mas- 
sachusetts, joined with 18 Repub- 
licans in support of the substitute. 
At least 10 of the Republicans rep- 
resent states west of the Muissis- 
Sippi river, 

Guffey called this alleged com- 
bination “the most unpatriotic and 
unholy alliance that has occurred 
in the United States senate since 
the League of Nations for peace 
of the world was defeated in 
1919.” 

While Byrd was not immediate- 
ly available for a reply, Senator 
McClellan called untrue Guffey’s 
charges about the effect of the 
substitute measure, 

“The soldiers will have the 
same rights they always have had 
to vote and if the states exert 
themselves as suggested in this 
bill there is no reason why they 
can’t provide adequate means for 
such balloting according to the 
state’s own laws,” McClellan said. 

The rejected bill, offered by 
Senators Lucas, Democrat, Illi- 
nois, and Green, Democrat, Rhode 
Island, would have waived all 
states’ voting qualifications except 
those of age and residence, set- 
ting up a war ballot commission 
of four members to supervise ab- 
sentee balloting by uniformed per- 
sonnel,

Barely Escapes 


With Life inTaking Beachhead 


The father of the wife of an 
Atlanta soldier somewhere on the 
Italian front brought the letter 
into The Constitution office, It 


had been written following the 
taking of a beachhead by Ameri- 
can troops, and the writer had 
participated in the attack. 

The letter is reproduced below 
just as it was written by Corporal 
James M. Cain to his wife at 369 
Bass street, S. E., because it is 
.typical of other letters written 
from the front by men who are 
little concerned with style or 
grammar but with the wish to put 
down what has happened as sim- 
ply as possible. The letter follows: 

“I hope that this letter finds 
you and the baby feeling all right. 
I am feeling fine. Darling, | am 
going to write you about some of 
the things that I have been 
through. They told us that we 
could tell some of the things. We 
cannot tell the location or the 
names of the places. I will tell 
you just about the beach-head 
landing. 

The Landing. 

“It -was early in the morning. 
We was 10 miles off shore on big 
boats. We climbed over-the rails 
into small assault boats. My pla- 
toon was in one boat. Everybody 
was quiet. We was able to be in 
' the first wave of beach head land- 
ing, and the first American troops 
to land in Europe. We knew what 
was ahead of us. The boat started 
for the beach. It was getting light. 
As we got closer to the beach we 
could see barbedwire on it. The 
boat stepped about 30 yards from 
shore, and the front dropped 
down, 

“We had to jump in water waist 


deep. I had a automatic rifle and 
80 pounds of ammunition, When 
we hit the beach we had to get 
through the berbedwire. When 
we got across it the Germans 
opened up on us with machine 
guns and artillery. The big shells 
was hitting about every 10 yards. 


We would run.a piece and fall on 
the ground. We kept this up till 
we got across the beach. I cannot) 
say anything about how maby | 
was killed or wounded. 

“After we got across the beach | 
we had two big fields to go acrOdss. | 
It was terrible, but some of us got | 
across. We came to a small town. | 
Me and my assistant gunner was | 
running down the main street. A | 
German machinegun fired at me. | 
The bullets hit about six inches 
from my feet. It was too close 
for comfort. Il jumped over 
against a wall. 

“About that time a German 
tank was coming down -the street. 
I climbed over the wall to the 
other _ side. Another German 
opened up oh me with a machine- 
gun. I sawehim standing in the | 
window of a building. I opened 
up with my automatic on him. I 
did not see him anymore.

“A few days later we had to 
attack a hill that the Germans 
were on, and this turned out to 
be worse than the beachhead 


‘landing. We was on the hill for 
two days and the Germans caught 


us in a trap. They was in front 
of us, behind us, and on_ both 
sides. On the second day the com- 
mander told us to try to hold out 
until dark and retreat the best 
way we could. 

“There was a big three-story 
house on the side of the moun- 
tain. Some of us got in it and 
fought out the windows.

“Darling, there is a lot I can 
tell you when I get home. I know 
that prayer is what brought me 
out of some of the places I have 
been in. I always thought of you 
and baby and at times I did not 
think I would see home again. 
Let's hope that the worst of it is 
over,

“Darling, I received a letter 
from you today and you gaid that 
you was worried sick about me. 
Do not worry, darling. I want to 
come home so bad. If it is God’s 
will I will come home. I know I 
will have a lot more to go through. 


'I have seen times when all of the

The men honored at a meeting 
Friday night at the Atlanta Ath- 
letic Club were Ralph P. Black, 
I. C. Brower and Isadore Cohen. 

Black was born in Sylvania, 
Ga. In 1901 he received his A. B. 
degree from Sewanee, University 
of the South; in 1929 his M. S. 
degree, and in 1930 his civil en- 
gineering degree, the latter two 
from Georgia Tecl’ He has been 
connected with several different 
railroads throughout the eastern 
states, in charge of tracks and 
construction. During World War I 
he served in France as a lieuten- 
ant in the Corps of Engineers, and 
now holds the rank of major in 
the U. S. Army Reserve on an in- 
active status. At the present he is 
a consulting civil engineer ahd a 
member of the civil engineering 
faculty at Georgia Tech. 

Brower was born in Washing- 
ton, D. C. In 1901 he was gradu- 
ated from Cornell University 
with a degree in civil engineering. 
He has done a great deal of work 
on railroads, including the design 
and construction of bridge 13, 
Philadelphia, Baltimore & Wash- 
ington Railroad, in Glenover, Pa., 
and in 1936-39 he supervised the 
design and construction of drains 
and sewers in New Rochelle, N. 
Y., aggregating $2,000,000. At the 
present he is assistant director 
for management, Federal Public 
Housing Authority, Region IV. 

Cohen was born in Baltimore, 
Md., and went to school at the 
University of Michigan and the 
University of Chicago, where he 
received his degreé, He désigned 
the structural steel, including the 
bin construction, of a grain ele- 
vator built for the New York 
Central Lines in Weehawken, N. 
J. This was erected in about 1901 
and is said to be the second steel 
grain elevator built in the United 
States.

creased at a south Georgia white | 
college, while incOme and operat- | 


ing costs increased at two south 


Georgia Negro colleges during the | 


past fiscal year, State Auditor B. 
E. Thrasher Jr. has announced. 

All three schools—Georgia 
Southwestern College at Ameri- 
cus; Georgia Normal and Agricul- 
tural College (Negro), at Albany, 
and Fort Valley State College (Ne- 
gro)—showed surpluses at the 
close of the fiscal year, June 30, 
1943. Enrollments in all schools 
decreased, with the white school 
losing nearly half its study body. 

Appropriations Cut, 

The regents cut the appropria- 
tion slightly at Georgia Southwest- 
ern College, and upped the allot- 
ment at the other two schools. 

With 150 students, as compared 
with 277 last year, Georgia South-

western’s income was $77,281 this | 
year, as compared with $91,713 a 
year ago. Operating expenses | 
dropped from $91,631 to $74,499. 
There were 22 employes, as com- | 
pared with 33. The college had 
a surplus of $11,025. | 

With the regents providing near- 
ly $20,000 more than in the previ- 
ous year, the income of Georgia 
Normal and Agricultural College | 
totaled $85,500, as compared with 
$67,902. Its operating costs in- 
creased from $76,047 to $78,133, 
with a new home being purchased 
for the president. The college had 
a surplus of $9,277. Its student 
body dropped from 255 to 169, 
and employes decreased from 32 
to 26. 


Fort Valley School. 

Personal services, supplies, utili- 
ties, and replacements caused the 
operating costs of the Fort Valley 
school to rise from $156,948 to 
$162,192. With boosts from the 
regents and the state department 
of education, and its earnings, the | 
college’s income increased from | 
$156,652 to $165,701. The number 
of employes were increased from 
47, while the enrollment dropped 
only four, from 302 to 298. There 
was a $2,181 surplus.

The doctor rushed the child to 
an incubator, and under hig and 
Dr. John Mussio’s treatment, 
which included feeding of two 
drops of rye whisky as a heart 
stimulant daily and a quarter- 
ounce of mother’s milk every two 
hours, the baby remained in good 
condition..

gets a hypo of glucose and saline 
to prevent dehydration.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 4.—(AP)—Acting Chairman*Walsh, 
Democrat, Massachusetts, of the Senate Finance Committee, 
redicted today that the $2,140,000,000 house-approved tax | 
bill—a crippled fragment of the $10,500,000,000 asked by the 
treasury—will be subjected to further violent amputations 
before the senate is through with it. 


“Little or no new revenue will J 
be obtained unless new sources | 
are found,” "he said, characteriz- | 
ing the measure as full of bad. 
features which are almost certain 
to be eliminated. 

Postmaster General Walker’s 
opposition to proposed postal rate 
increases apparently knocks out 
an anticipated $166,000,000 gain, 
Walsh said. He looks for elimina- 
tion also of a projected 5 per cent 
tax on pari-mutuel betting at race 
tracks, and reduction or elimina- 
tion of house-approved boosts in 
excise rates, The excise and pos- 
tal increases account for $1,368,- 
500,000 of the bill’s total.

Walter Brown, State Extension Head, 
Is Named ‘Man of Year’ in Agriculture 


BIRMINGHAM, Ala., Dec. 4.— 
Selection of Director Walter S. 
Brown, of the Georgia Agricul- 
tural Extension Service, as “man 
of the year in Georgia agricul- 
ture” was announced today by 
the Progressive Farmer, farm 
magaine, in its December issue. 

Annually since 1937 this maga- 
zine has been designating as 
“men of the year” individuals 
whom it considered to have ren- 
dered especially significant serv- 
ice to the agriculture of the state. 
Similar awards will be made in 
other southern states covered by 
the magazine. 

The magazine declared “that in 
honoring Walter Brown we feel 
that we are really honoring all 
of the farm families of Georgia 
and all of its agricultural agencies 
for the magnificent war effort they 
have made this year in the pro- 
duction of food and feed. Every 
organization in the state teamed 
up to put the program over—Ex- 
tension, vocational agriculture, 
FSA, business and banking and 
all the rest. | 

“When some other states were 
still debating what to do, Geor- 
gia leaders and Georgia farmers 
had their individual farm goals 
set and were hard at work to get 
their program started. . Today 
with continued team work, hav- 
ing produced and saved the crops 
that were planted, let’s look at 
some of the results: 

“Georgia broke all records, both 
its own and those of other states, 
in peanuts produced. 

“Georgia increased its sweet po- 
tato production another 20 per 
cent to continue to lead the nation. 

“New records were set in hay 
and Irish potatoes produced. 

“Livestock income will be 
around the highest point it has 
been since records have been kept. 


“Last year was a banner year 
in soil improvement. It is esti- 
mated that 1943 has been as good. 

“Pasture work has been dou- 
bled—45,236 acres were improved 
in 1942, 


“Around 150,000 town people 
co-operated with farm families to 
save the crops. 


“As director of the Georgia Ex- 
tension Service, the agency that 
has carried the heaviest responsi- 
bility in taking this 1943 program 
to the 200,000 farm families of the 
state and in helping them to put it 
over, Walter Scott Brown has ex- 
hibited unusual leadership, organ- 
izing ability, tact and persever- 
ance.” 


Brown was born in Waynesville, 
N. C., but moved to Towns county, 
Georgia, when two years old. 

When he became southeast Geor- 
gia Extension district agent in 
1921, only 10 county agents were 
in the district’s 40 counties. Under 
his supervision this number grew 
util at the time of his appoint- 

t as Extension director in 1937 
very county employed an agent. 

For years Director Brown, has 
been a leader in county program 
planning work. At present Exten- 
sion agents in Georgia assist farm 
people in every county in planning 
and carrying out agricultural pro- 
grams each year. Planning com- 
mittees are made up of farm men 
and women, boys and girls, from 
all rural sections of the counties. 
Since he became director, 4-H en- 
rollment has increased from 60,000 
to 110,000; membership in one-va- 
riety cotton communities has 
grown from 16,000 to 35,000, and 
32,000 volunteer neighborhood and 
community farm leaders are carry- 
ing to and collecting from their 
neighbors important farm informa- 
tion.

small girls, the oldest 13 years old 
and the youngest nine.

Young Girls’ Case. 

These children came into court 
on the complaint of Mrs. H. G. 
Stalker, an attendance officer of 
the city school system. Mrs. W. 
B. Sasnet, one of the court’s pro- 
bation officers, also aided in the 
investigation. 

The record of the case indicated 
a shocking story of parental laxi- 
ty and failure; ‘of poverty and of 
the filth, both physical and moral, 
that often issues out of poverty; 
and an even more shocking reve- 
lation of how depraved-some men 
can be. 

According to the story Mrs. 
Stalker told the court, these four 
children stayed away from school 
often. 


Spent Night in Hut. 


In her investigation she found 
that several times they had spent 
in a hut in a vacant lot near 
Whitehall and Cooper streets; that 
they went to a downtown motion 
picture theater where they met 
soldiers and sailors; that on sev- 
eral occasions at least two of these 
girls had kept “dates” with these 
men; and that conditions in the 
homes of these girls made it so 
that, if they remained there, “they 
Wwouldn’t have a chance in life.” 

Mrs. Sasnet’s records filled in 


some of the empty spaces, In'/! 


the case of one of the girls—the 
nine-year-old—her mother left 
her alone at home to shift for her- 
self while she, the mother, went 
to work. In another case, the fa- 
ther, an ex-farmer from Gwin- 
ne’t county, was incapacitated by 
the loss of his right arm, while the 
mother suffered from mental 
trouble. 
Parents Blamed. 


In another case, that of the 13- 
year-old girl, the parents just 
didn’t look after her. And in the 
fourth case, a mother and father, 
with a famioly of 10 children at 
home, couldn‘t properly take care 
of such a large family in a home 
where filth was the rule. 

At this point, Judge Watkins in- 
terrupted the session to say: 

“It is very clear that the par- 
ents of each of these children have 
failed. So, in order to give these 
children a chance in life, I’m go- 
ing to make them wards of the 


court and find suitable homes for | 
them. We can’t afford to let them 


remain. in the atmosphere which 
generates such moral delin- 
quency.” . 

After the children were re- 
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In such cases as these, after 
the court places the children in 
foster homes, the parents also go 
on probation. If they show a dis- 
position and a capacity to provide 
proper home atmosphere and op- 
portunity for their children, the 
court will place them again in 
their parents’ custody: 

But until such time as parents 
do show themselves worthy and 
able to fulfill their duties, these 
children, and children in similar 
cases, are wards of the court. 

Boys Learn Crime. 

A number of other cases in- 
volved Negro boys. Here, too, the 
testimony revealed deplorable con- 
ditions. Sma!l Negro boys make 
a habit of congregating around 
vacant lots, where older boys of 
their race tempt them into cyjme. 
Two of the boys, charged with 
thefts, went to the training school, 
the only place where under ex:

The third Negro boy, of a little 
different caliber from the other 
two, had taken a pair of football 
shoes from a school. He made no 
effort to conceal his theft, and in 
view of the cirqumstances, Judge 
Watkins said he would parole him | 
in the custody of the white man | 
for whom the boy’s mother works.

Cobb County’s Plant Atkinson 
Carrying Heavy Wartime Load

MARIETTA, Ga. Dec. 4.— 
Surging forward to meet the emer- 
gency demands of an increasingly 
industrial Georgia, Plant Atkin- 
s0n, on the Chattahoochee river 
in Cobb county, daily exceeds its 
3,000,000 kilowatt hours capacity, 
and expends 50 per cent of its 
power serving essential war in- 
dustries. These include the Bell 
bomber plant near Marietta; the 
converted industries centered in 
Atlanta; shipyards on the coast, 
and the war housing in Cobb 
county. 

Though dwarfed in size with the 
Bell bomber plant, Plant Atkin- 
s0n produces power five times 
greater than that demanded by 
the bomber industry with all its 
machinery for tooling up and as- 
sembling a secret bomber. The 
two mammoth turbines, where

electricity is produced about 3,- 
000,000 kilowatts an hour, are not 
large enough in floor space to ac- 
commodate even a salvage depart- 
ment at the plant. The steam- 
operated plant consumes about 
1,500 tons of coal or 45,000,000 
cubic feet of natural gas daily, 
and seven times as much water 
as the city of Atlanta uses on an 
average day. 

In 1941, anticipating war needs, 
Plant Atkinson doubled its size, 
and built an additional trans- 
former station to transmit 25,000 
volts to the Bell bomber plant, 
which was only a small per cent 
of the 60,000 volts added to the 
plant. Possibly, after the war, the 
plant, which has room to expand 
two more units, will be increased 
aga ai volts, plant officials 
said. 


To accommodate the war needs, 
the Georgia Power Company sus- 
pended plans for rural expansion, 
but plans to resume the work after 
the war, and probably increase the 
span of the power conveyors to 
reach every home in Georgia. 

Some of the enormous loads of 
Plant Atkinson have been relaxed 
with the completion of the Ark- 
wright Plant near Macon.

“The women who have made 
these contributions to their com- 
munities have obeyed their in- 
stincts to aid in the preservation 
of civilization.

After each 
war, women’s organizations have 
advanced and gained in stature, 
as they contributed to the im- 
provement of mankind. In the 
midst of the present war, most of 
the women’s organizations have 
kept their membership rolls intact, 
'some even increasing their ranks. 

“They adjusted their programs 
to include war services, recruiting, 
selling bonds, Red Cross work, 
and similar efforts.

Landis Refuses To hange Decision Barring Cox 


Former Philly 


Qwner Loses 


Plea to Judge 


NEW YORK, Dec. 4.— (A) — 
Commissioner K. M, Landis re- 
fused today to change his Nov, 23 
ruling, which barred William D. 
Cox, former president of the Phil- 
adelphia National League. club, 
holding any office in organized 
baseball because he had wage:ed 
on the Phils. 


Landis issued his decision after 
a seven-hour open hearing, during 
which Cox claimed that: his admis- 
sions to the commissioner concern- 
ing Wagering on the Phils nad 
been to test the loyalty of a mem- 
ber of his organization. 


“The rules on gambling aré ob. 
ligatory on me as on other base- 
ball men and the order will have 
to be that I do not put out a new 
order,” said Landis, 


After reviewing the case from 
the denial of wagering by Cox in 
August, through his admissioy to 
the commssioner on November 3 
and 6 and his ouster on Novemter 
23, Landis said: 


“I sce no escape with such intel- 
ligence as 1 am endowed or af- 
flicted with from the conclusion 
that Cox came to me with any 
such thing ih his mind” on No- 
vember 3 as his statement today 
that his admissions of betting were 
all a part of a plan to “smoke 
somebody out” in his organization.

Recently an epidemic of running 
fits has swept Atlanta’s canine 
population. And stories of many 
“mad” dogs throughout the city 
have gone the rounds. While it 
is true there have been several 
positive cases of rabies reported 
in the past few weeks, no doubt 
many a dog suffering from a run- 
ning fit has been credited with 
being a “mad dog.” Particularly 
to the novice or person with only 
one dog, it is hard to distin- 
guish the difference. There are 
two types of rabies, dumb rabies 
and furious rabies. Running fits 
in a dog present the same symp- 
toms as the furious type. There 
is usually the barking, running 
and slobbering, glassy eyes and a 
bewildered look, 

As a rule, running fits in a dog 
can be cured. So don’t be too 
alarmed or hasty if your dog goes 
through one of the distressing ma- 
neuvers mentioned. If there is 
doubt in your mind, steer him 
into a quiet secluded spot and 
watch him carefully. In most 
cases a running fit is only a mat- 
ter of a few moments and a dog 
will come out of it frightened and 
generally, with a most apologetic 
manner. The fit will have scared 
the wits out of him, as well as 
you. 

Running fits, according to the 
consensus of veterinarians, have 
three causes. First, worms can 
largely. And a dog 
doesn’t have to be literally infest- 
ed with worms to have fits. A few 
worms will cause a very bad re- 
action in some dogs and tape- 
worms are the frequent cause of 
fits or convulsions. Second, run- 
ning fits can be a forerunner of 
distimper. Third, running fits can 
be a virus disease, a thing that 
pops up in adult dogs or puppies 
without rhyme or reason. And 
this latter situatiog is what many 
dog owners are now faced with. 
It comes from no one knows 
where, runs it course and is gone. 
But it is a terrific strain on a dog 


and a veterinarian should be con- 
sulted immediately. Rest, kind- 
ness and a quiet spot will also do 
much towards a speedy recovery 
for the patient.

In 
finishing his own championship, 
Mister Brucie won 18 champion- 
ships in 24 days, going Winners 
or Best of Breed in nine out of 
11 censecutive shows,

Confusing Claims. 


Among the confusing claims and 
counter-claims of the politicians 
today, the layman can best under- 
stand next year’s election if he 
will consider it in terms of three 
groups of voters. 

First there is a group of approx- 
imately 25,000,000 civilians who 
may be termed “habitual” voters— 
habitual in “the sense that they 
turn out to vote regularly in off- 
year elections as well as in presi- 
dential years. Among that group, 
Republicans today predominate, as 
elections during the past year fully 
demonstrate.

The third group is the soldier 
vote. Its effective strength nu- 
merically will depend on many 
factors. Nearly 2,000,000 service 
men will be unable to vote next 
year because they are under age. 
Another 2,000,000 come from the 
south, where their vote would not 
greatly affect the national result 
since the south is overwhelmingly 
Democratic. 

That leaves approximately 6,- 
000,000 service men whose vote 
would be politically effective, if 
voting is made easy for them by 
congress and if they are encour- 
aged to vote. Such evidence as 
is now available indicates that a 
majority of those soldiers today 
favor the Democratic party by the 
following percentage:

The closeness of the race be- 
comes apparent when one consid- 
ers that a Democratic advantage of 
52 per cent among the civilian 
vote is actually the equivalent of 
a 50-50 race, because electoral 
votes and not popular votes are 
the deciding factor. 

Political history shows that a 
Democratic candiate for President 
must receive about 52 per cent of 
the major party popular vote to 
have a chance of winning enough 
electoral votes. That is because 
the heavy Democratic popular ma- 
jorities in the south, while they 
swell the national total of popu- 
lar votes, do not add correspond- 
ingly to the electoral votes of the 
Democratic candidate. Thus, Grov- 
er Cleveland, Democrat, lost the 
election of 1888 in the electoral 
college even though he had 50.4 
per cent of the popular vote—a 
majority. 

Such a situation might easily be 
repeated if an election were held 
today without the pro-Democratic 
soldier xote. 

When “the Republican national 
committee recently pointed to an 
8-point Republican gain since 
1940, it was stating a fact which 
present surveys fully substantiate, 
but one which is ascribable only 
to the habitual or off-year voters. 

That group started shifting to- 
ward the G. O. P. as early as the 
1938 congressional, or midterm, 
elections. Had the 1940 presiden- 
tial election been confined only 
to these habitual voters, the Re- 
publicans would probably have 
won. But in 1940 the trend was 
upset because many millions came 
out to vote in that year who had 
not voted in 1938, and those ad- 
ditional voters were predominate- 
ly Democratic.

Whether food subsidies go into 
effect or not, only one fact con- 
cerning them is certain—that a 
great deal of nonsense has been 
talked on both sides, and that 
much of the nonsense has been 
purely partisan. On the one hand, 
the interests affected economically 
have persistently opposed subsi- 
dies and the interests affected po- 
litically have been persistently for 
them. In between there has been 
a small group of honest non- 
partisan citizens sincerely con- 
cerned ‘over the dangers of grow- 
ing inflation. Over all lies the same 
smoke screen of contrived and 
needless confusion which ob- 
scured the pay-as-you-go tax re- 
form battle. I suspect the truth is 
that no one, least of all the ad- 
ministration economists, know ex- 
actly how subsidies will work. 

Meanwhile, the attitude of the 
average voter seems to be one of 
indifference or cynicism. He seems 
to be thinking and saying, “It 
doesn’t make much _ difference 
whether we have subsidies or no 
subsidies. They’re just one more 
contribution to the general con- 
fusion.” Beneath this attitude lies 
another, less clearly stated if stat- 
ed at all—and that is an attitude 
of weariness and of waiting for 
something. The something, I sus- 
pect, is a chance to wash things 
up and begin all over again. 


Primary Elements. 

Out of all the confusion, and 
obscurantism, it is not easy to sift 
out the primary elements of a 
thoroughly befuddled controversy. 
Certain things, however, seem to 
be apparent as I believe they must 
be apparent to anyone who shuts 
off the radio and sits down to 


One is that the President’s state- 
ment about congress taking the 
responsibility for inflation if sub- 
sidies are not approved, is a falla- 
cious and purely political state- 
ment of the case. At the time of 
Pearl Harbor and even before, 
there was a big opportunity to es- 
tablish a sound plan for prevent- 
ing or at least checking inflation. 
The President, to whom congress 
had delegated ALL the necessary 
powers, had before him two 
courses, (1) to follow the advice 
and plans of Mr. Baruch and simi- 
lar sound and experienced ad- 
visors, the other to turn over the 
whole thing to a group of amateur 
economists to tinker with. The 
President chose the latter course, 
and inflation promptly and inevi- 
tably got under way, and as Mr. 
Henderson, one of the more nota- 
ble of the amateur economists, ob- 
served, “You can no more have a 
little inflation than you can be a 
little pregnant.” Instead of build- 
ing a solid dam based upon sound 
economics, the administration con- 
trived a structure of unrelated 
and sometimes rubbishy experi- 
mental ideas, through which the 
waters of inflation began trickling 
at every voint,

left but to keep trying to plug the 
dam with improvised and hasty 
measures like subsidies and “Lit- 
tle Steel formulas” and “roll- 
backs,” none of them effective for 
very long because we were al- 
ready caught in the vicious circle 
of rising wages and living costs. 
First labor gets a raise (as in the 
coal situation) and immediately 
payment for that raise must be 
passed on to the public, with the 
result that living costs go up, if 
production and the life of our 
economy are to continue. Imme- 
diately living costs go up, labor 
makes a fresh demand for higher 
wages and the ugly business be- 
gins all over again. 

That cycle has been in opera- 
tion for well over 18 months and 
it is growing in momentum exact- 
ly as water more and more rapid- 
ly tears away a faulty, porous 
dam. No man in his right mind 
believes that the administration 
will not presently grant another 
wage increase to labor, if not 
openly and honestly, then hypo- 
critically as in the “15 minutes for 
lunch” settlement. Incidentally the 
Solid Fuels Administration has de- 
manded an immediate rise in the 
price of coal greater than that pro- 
posed by the OPA. 

Subsidies have tobe paid out 
of your pocket and mine, one way 
or another. There are only three 
ways of paying them. (1) By ad- 
ditional direct taxes, which can; 
not be done politically. (2) By 
borrowing money from banks, 
which produces the worst kind of 
inflation, (3) By the sale of more 
bonds, which adds to our already 
colossal debt and passes on the 
burden ‘both of interest and debt 
to our soldiers, our children and 
our grandchildren. This is not a 
nice choice but, I have heard no 
other being offered. 


Danger of Subsidies. 

There ig another element, no 
more va or problematical, and 
this is that subsidies are danger- 
ous both to democracy and to na- 
tional economy. They are difficulf 
to get rid of, they make the citi- 
zen the servant of the state 
(which is the principle of both 
Fascism and Communism) and 
they become an economic cancer, 
taking money from the pockets of 
every citizen and putting it into 
the pockets of special classes. The 
process can continue to the point 
where the whole economic struc- 
ture devours itself, 

I do not know what the imme- 
diate effects of subsidies would be, 
nor does anyone else. One of the 
weaknesses of the proposal is that 
subsidies can be argued too many 
ways. If the idea were sound, the 
arguments could not be so varied, 
so intricate, or so confusing. 

The trouble is that the laws of 
economics are as immutable as 
those of mathematics. There aren’t 
any short cuts or panaceas. And 
worst of all is the fact that we al- 
ready have inflation and there 
isn’t any such thing as “a little in- 
flation.” For this congress is cer- 
tainly not responsible. 
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slow workers, but he makes fewer 
mistakes. 

One of our most eminent ap- 
plied psychologists, Dr. L. J. 
O’Rourke, who has spent his life 
injecting more efficiency into the 
civil service of our. government, 
conducted some interesting tests 
on this very subject. 

He took the 125 fastest workers 
in a certain department and con- 
trasted them with the 125 slowest. 

He found that slow workers 
were correct in only 38 per cent of 
their attempts, whereas the fast 
workers were right in 80 per cent 
of the items undertaken. 


Speed, Intelligence. 


Speed in handling problems or 
doing work in the factory or of- 
fice, is often a reflection of high 
intelligence. 

The person who thinks fast, also 
works fast, as a general rule, 
though there are some exceptions 
as mentioned below. 

Conversely, the sluggish think- 
er is likely to move slowly in per- 
forming even routine tasks. 

It is possible, however, for the 
habit of slowness to be developed 
by a normally fast thinking per- 
son. 

For example, many aé_ swift 
reader has _ re-educated himself 
into reading more slowly if he has 
had to proofread material and 
watch closely for typographical or 
grammatical mistakes. 

After a time, therefore. this 
slower and more critical type of 
reading may become a habit, and 
thus permanently slow down the 
previous speedy reader. | 

So, tdo, a fast thinking boy or 
girl who daydreams a great deal 
or who dislikes his chores, may 
reduce his rate of work. If this 


becomes chronic, he may condi-| 


tion himself to slow habits of 
movement. 


Inteligence Tests. 


Nowadays it is customary to 
“screen” or weed out applicants 
for jobs, as well as for entrance 
into colleges, of Army Officers’ 
schools on the basis of their per- 
formance on _ intelligence or 
achievement tests. 

The latter are really batteries of 
many subjects, usually involving 
arithmetic, vocabulary, logical 
analysis, etc. 

In taking such tests, work fast, 
and don’t spend too much time 
on a difficult problem. Do the 
easy items first and then if you 
have some surplus time, return 
and complete the harder problems 
on the page.

Another 2,500 Grade A Milk 
Producers Needed by Georgia 


ATHENS, Ga., Dec. 4.—Georgia 
can make big strides in the next 
year in becoming one of the 
south’s leading grade A milk- 
producing states, Dean Paul W. 
Chapman, of the University of 
Georgia’s College of Agriculture, 
said today. But to attain this goal, 
more farmers will have to start 


-selling their milk to the Grade A 


markets. 

“Fortunately,” he continued, 
“the trend today is toward an ex- 
panding dairy production pro- 
gram in Georgia, with the empha- 
sis on improved herds, feeding 


practices and management and /| 


the financing of new Grade A 
dairy barns through the banks, 
other lending agencies and dairy 
plant operators. Farmers who 
need financing for Grade A barn 
improvements and equipment pay 
for these necessities in monthly 
deductions from their milk 
checks.” 

Early in 1943, Chapman said, it 
became apparent that the demand 
for Grade A milk was fast out- 
stripping the available supply. 
Today the state is facing a’serious 
milk shortage. The greatly in- 
creased demand is due to the in- 
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flux of thousands of service men 
and war workers, huge require- 
ments of our allies for milk and 
milk products, and the insistence 
on the part of the public for more 
and better milk. 

The burden of producing 77,000 
gallons of Grade A milk daily for 
people living in cities and towns 
and for the service camps falls 
on 3,800 dairymen, the dean point- 
ed out. “They alone cannot pro- 
duce enough to meet the demands. 
For some months dairy plant op- 
erators have had tos import milk 
from other states. Still, the de 
mand is greater than the supply. 

“The only way to stop importing 
milk and replace it with Georgia. 
produced milk is to get an addi- 
tional supply from among 2,500 
farmers who are not now selling 
their milk for Grade A pasteuri- 
zation. These farmers could pro- 
duce an additional 50,000 gallons 
of milk daily, assuming each had 
a heard of 10 cows. Right now. 
dairy plant men, state milk au- 
thorities, Extension Service spec- 
ialists, and University of Georgia 
dairy leaders, are making every 
effort to urge as many as possible 
of these farmers to become Grade 
A producers.”

New York Southern Society, but t(iat Governor 
Fllis Arnall made a distinctly ftvorable im- 
pression as principal speaker at tle affair.

It is a 
recognition of economic trends. There will be 
an inevitable decentralization of industry after 
the war, especially if the United States hopes 
to engage in world trade. It will not be eco- 
nomical for ships to pass the fine harbors of 
Jacksonville and Savannah and Brunswick and 
Wilmington and Charleston on their way to 
“and from South America, our most logical 
source of raw materials not produced here, 
and our greatest consumer market. Because 
the south can support that type of agrarian- 
industrial economy that will be necessary at 
America is to prosper, there will be an era of 
expansion in my section we have not known 
since the War Between the States.” 

Optimistic words, those, But predictions 
which, viewing the caliber of Georgia’s new- 
found leadership, have every chance of being 


fulfilled. 


Butler of Nebraska 
Senator Butler, of Nebraska, ‘made one of 
those quick tourist trips to South America as 
a Rotary delegate and, in his off hours, be- 


came an expert on international and Pan- 


American affairs. He has denounced our 


policy in South America. 

The Macon News, olserving the senator and 
hearing him, concludes: 

“The truth is that Butler’s charges are @ 
cheap political trick. The effort is to smear 
Roosevelt, in whose administration the Good 
Neighbor doctrine is a cardinal point of foreign 
policy. Butler’s teport is an opening shot, if 
only from a popgun, in the presidential cam- 
paign of 1944. Its importance derives from its 
author’s position as a United States senator 
and from the fact that it has already been 
seized upon as a talking point by Republican 
leaders, notably by Representative Martin, Re- 
publican leader in the house, who assumes 
its truth without investigation, speaks of it 
as Senator Butler’s “revelations,” and demands 
immediate correction of conditions “revealed 
by the report.” 

“The thing is an earnest of what is to come, 
end should be recognized for what it is. Vili- 
fication and misrepresentation, always weapons 
of the Roosevelt haters, are now to be used 
even at the cost of our friendship with Latin 
America. Next they may be employed to an- 
tagonize Britain, to alienate Russia, and to get 
ourselves cordially hated all over the world. 
Let us fight one another if we must. But let 
us lay off our Allies, at least until the war 
is won.”

_Rusting Machinery . 

It is interesting, and tragic, to note that 
as the federal visitors look around our state

“Greatest. Meeting”’ 

Mr. Roosevelt, Prime Minister Churchill and 
Premier Stalin have met—and agreed—on all 
political and military plans. 

The news, broken this time by Russia, came 
prematurely as did news of the meeting be- 
tween the American and English heads of gov- 
ernment with China’s Generalissimo. 

While this may be regretted, it is of second- 
ary importance. 

What is important is that the heads of the 
four great nations fighting this war against 
Germany and Japan, have met and agreed on 
all political and military problems. 

Never before has there been such a meeting. 
Never before has there been such successful 
agreements. It indicates that a peace may be 
made with real chances of success. It indi- 
cates, too, that plans have been talked out and 
that the views of each nation are known. 

The world will await complete details with 
eagerness. 

But the fact the meetings have been held 
in co-operation and agreement is as great as 
the news of a victory on the field of battle. 
These successes will continue to add their 
weight to the arms of each of our nations in 
battle,

No Strike 


Atlanta’s street railway employes and their 
union have voted, unanimously, to rescind their 
recent strike vote which would have taken 
them off the job on Christmas Eve.

They are friendly, hard-working 
men who daily contend with crowds and with 
traffic. The public likes them. 

This was what made the strike vote inex- 
plicable. And wrong. The right to strike is 
against recalcitrant employers. In this case 
the employers were with them in their de- 
mands. The public was an innocent bystander. 
A strike would have been against an innocent 
public. A strike would have cost union labor 
considerable prestige. 

The new vote is the one the public expected 
of men who are citizens along with the rest 
of us. 


Unions—Big Business 

In the new tax bill, now before the senate, 
there is a clause which requires labor unions 
to file financial statements. The unions are 
reported as fighting bitterly for elimination 
of this clause, but it is said the senate is de- 
termined to retain it. 

The reason behind union opposition to any 
enforced reports on their financial condition 
is fear that this may be the first step toward 
levying taxes upon union held property that 
is now tax exempt. It is certainly true that 
the Treasury, in its search for new sources 
of revenue, has looked with more than passing 
interest on the property holdings of many 
groups of organized labor. 

As a matter of fact, with tremendous reve- 
nue from enforced payment of dues and ini- 
tiation fees, many unions are today in the 
class of the biggest of big business. Further- 
more many of them have invested ‘their funds 
in properties which place them in direct com- 
petition with private business which does pay 
taxes, thus giving the unions an unfair ad- 
vantage in competition. These properties in- 
clude such things as apartment houses, of- 
fice buildings, banks and so on. Also, the 
unions hold much in government securities, 
the income of which is again exempt from 
taxation. 

There seems no logical reason why union- 
owned property, especially when it is in com- 
petition with private property of the same 
type, should not pay taxes. Especially at times 
such as these when every dollar of taxation 
the nation can collect today mreans a dollar 
less of debt to be paid by the young men now 
fighting the nation’s wars, and their children.

ONE WORD MORE

“KINDA ON THE SPOT” There is going on in congress a 


determined effort to break down 
all controls so that special privileges may profiteer. 
Nothing so well illustrates it as the fight to abolish subsidies 
which have kept food prices to a level far below 
that of the first World War. 


I do not see how any honest man can vote 
to increase, probably triple, the food bill of 
the people of the United States. You may turn 
to the grocery price ads in your newspapers. 
Double all of thém, triple some of them, and 
you will see what abolishment of subsidies will 


mean. 


Nothing more Mdiculous has appeared than 


the bleats of some of our commentators that 
subsidies are “un-American.” f 
The tariff is nothing but a subsidy. The tariff 
is an instrument whereby the government pays 
to manufacturers a subsidy. 
The farmers properly have received subsi- 
dies through Triple A, through soil conservation, 
and through parity payments, for more than 10 
years. It was an effort to do for them, by sub- 
sidy, what already had been done for the manufacturer. 

We have recently seen that producers and retailers of oleo- 
margarine, and the buyers of it, contribute to a subsidy to protect 
butter by making oleomargarine harder to buy and use. 

Nothing more clearly illustrated the utter falsity of the anti- 
subsidy group claims than the recent testimony before the senate 


committee.

You’ve read those charges? 
Some quite highly placed person- 
ages have said the distillers are 
deliberately hoarding whisky in 
bond in order to create an arti- 
ficial scarcity and thus force 
prices upward. And, too, to avoid 
paying taxes on _ stocks, taxes 
which only go into effect when 
the liquor is withdrawn from the 
bonded warehouses. 

Robert T. Kannen, chairman of 
the Conference of Alcoholic Bev- 
erages for Georgia, came in to see 
me the other day. This accusa- 
tion against the distillers of “whis- 
ky hoarding” was on his mind and 
he wanted to talk about it. And 
he pointed out some facts and con- 
ditions relative to the distilling in- 
dustry which, though you wonder 
why you didn’t know ’em before, 
after he has reminded you, yet 
you have overlooked them, And 
thus, perhaps, been guilty of the 
unfairness of believing the distill- 
ers are deliberately hoarding mil- 
lions of gallons of the stuff. 

So, I want to teach a little les- 
son this morning on the need for 
honesty and fair play, which can 
only be based upon full under-

standing in our judgment of any 
industry or the men who direct it. 


“Goods In 


Process.” 

As a matter of fact, pointed out 
Mr. Kannen, the whisky in the 
warehouses cannot properly be 
classified as “surplus stock.” What 
it is is “goods in process.” For it 
takes the mellowing effect of time 
to age whisky before it is ready 
for the market. It cannot.be sold 
immediately after it is distilled. 
It has to pass the “green” stage 
and acquire a definite point in 
age before it can be bottled and 
sold to the consumer. 


For instance, take one well 
known and special brand. Every 
bottle of that brand sold is four 
years—48 months—old. It has to 
be. The label says so and the fed- 
eral government sees that those 
labels tell the truth. The distilling 
company would incur severe pen- 
alties if it started selling “green- 
er” liquor under that four-year- 
old label. 


So what does this mean? Well, 
there are 365 days in each year. 
With an extra day every fourth 
year, which is leap year. I haven’t 
any idea what quantity of this 
brand is sold, taking the nation 
as a whole, each day. For the 
sake of easy computation, let’s 
say 1,000 gallons. Well, multiply 
365 by four—which is 1,460. Add 
the extra leap day and the total 
is 1,461. Multiply this by 1,000, 
the daily gallonage we have as- 
sumed is sold, and you find that 
company will have to have 1,461,- 
000 gallons under bond, in process 
of aging, in order to sell 1,000 
gallons a day. The daily sale 
may be much: less, or much more, 
than this. I wouldn’t know, but 
it illustrates the point.

The companies just aren't 
making any, for the duration of 
the emergency. And they have to 
keep some in reserve if they are 
to tide over the period of non- 
production. And while the new 
stuff is aging when distilling is 
resumed. 

There’s another point. Whisky 
stored in barrels, for aging, les- 
sens in amount as time goes on. 
This is due to soakage and evap- 
oration. The percentage of this 
loss, when the whisky is kept for 
the four years mentioned above, 
is at least 20 per cent. 

So that means you've got to 
keep in storage at least five bar- 
rels for every four barrels you 
intend to take out when the aging 
period is over. 

Which hikes that total in our 
mathematical example, above, 
from 1,461,000 gallons to 1,826,- 
250.

THE ART OF RELIGION. 


Without daring to give a defi- 
nition, I would describe art as an 


effort to give an appropriate ex- 


pression to 
thought or sen- 
timent, aspira- 
tion or deal. 
There should 
be no _limita- 
tion to the 
form of this 
expression. It 
may be in the 
form of litera- 
ture, painting, 
music or orchi- 
tecture. Indeed 
the form may 
take any meth- 
od by which FE 
one would ex- 

press to others 

that which he has experienced 
within himself, This effort to give 
visible or audible expression to 
the invisible and inaudible ex- 
periences of the spirit, seems to 
be a primary demand of the hu- 
man spirit. It is indeed the lan- 
guage of the spirit. 

The value of any art will de 
pend first upon the idea which 
one seeks to express, and after- 
wards upon the appropriateness 
of the form in which it is ex- 


pressed. If anyone objects that 
there is left out of this descrip- 
tion the word beauty, I dare in- 
sist that just here is the essence 
of that illusive and indefinable 
something which we call beauty. 
It is the harmony of the form 
with the idea. It is a sense of 
fitness of word, or tone, or color 
with the idea which it seeks to 
express, 
Its Meaning. 

Art may be viewed from the 
standpoint of the artist, or from 
the standpoint of those addressed. 
It must be a true expression of 
the inward conviction, or vision, 
or sentiment of the artist. He 
must be sincere and loyal to his 
own soul’s experience. On the 
other hand, in the language o 
the street, he must get himself 
across to others. It must be an 
intelligible as well as intelligent 
expression. No matter how grace- 
ful the gesture, it will be a mere 
beating of the air, if it conveys 
no meaning. No matter how har- 
monious the colors, it will be a 
mere combination of paints, if it 
stirs no emotion and challenges 
no aspiration. “Art for art’s sake” 
is as bad as words for the sake 
of words. 

I am thinking of the art of re- 
ligion from this standpoint. Nor 
shall I try to define religion, ex- 
cept to say for the present pur- 
pose, it is a sense of God in the 
soul of a man. In obedience to 
that instinct to give expression to 
our spiritual experiences, man 
a express this sense of God. 


\) power and beauty. 


Is not here to be found an ex- 
planation of our temples find 
altars, our rituals and ordinances? 
They are the language of the 
soul, seeking to express a sense 
of the presence of God. Now 
whether the expression is in the 
form of a totem pole, or a te 


3 deum, its artistic value will de 
mm | pend upon the vision of God in 


the spirit, and the appropriateness 
of its expression. 

Here as in no other realm of 
life, “art for art’s sake” is a dead- 
ening influence. Only as the form 
of worship is a true and sincere 


expression of the soul’s sense of 
| God, either in petition or praise, 
‘has it any value. On the other 
‘hand the religious form may be 
such an appropriate expression of 
divine truth, as to be a revelation 
of God to the worshippers. When- 
ever religious forms, no matter 
how ancient and sacred they may 
be, cease to be either a sincere 
expression of human faith, hope 
or love, or fail to be a source of 
revelation of divine truth, it is 
poor art, and poor religion. 
Worship. 

So to my mind the art of reli- 
gion is the effort to express, on 
the one hand, our faith and aspi- 
rations to God, and on the other 
to put ourselves in the best spir- 
itual attitude, to receive from Him 
some revelation. It is, after all, 
a means of communion between 
the human and the divine. Wor- 
ship then will vary with the vast 
variety of temperaments, tastes, 
and cultures. There cannot be the 
same form of worship for all men. 
Since worship is the language of 
the soul, its forms will differ as 
ae as the languages of man- 

ind. 

Each one of us can only speak 
to the God whom he knows, and 
to be sincere and true, can only 
speak the language of his own 
mind and heart. And from this 
standpoint we may think of God 
as the great Artist, revealing Him- 
self to us in a vast variety of 
forms—pictures and symbols of 
“The heavens 
declare the glory of God, and the 
firmament showeth His handi- 
work.” It was the viewpoint of 
Copernicus, who said, as he fol- 
lowed the processions of the stars 
through his telescope: “I think thy 
thoughts after thee, O God.” Yes. 
The universe, whether in planet or 
plant, with the ever-increasing rev- 
elations of science, becomes an ar- 
tistic expression of His thought.

Try as they may, no print- 
ed page, no writer’s magic, can 
transfer that contagion to the read- 
Ler in adequate measure. That is 
why today I am enjoying these 
gentlemen their sudden wealth of 
sunlight and flowers, the ° wide, 
uninterrupted blue of Egyptian 
skies above them, the magnifi- 
cence of the gardens, the spar- 
kling fountains, which are all 
theirs this particularly momentous 
week. 

Few hotels in all the world are 
so historically located. One must 
cross. the Nile river to reach the 
Mena House. Ancient date palms 
line the broad highway leading ‘to 
this famous portico. Immediate- 
ly opposite, stand the ageless pyra- 
mids of Gizeh, the silent Sphinx. 
Beyond the fertile gardens and 
closely-cropped green grasses—the 
man-made landscapings which 
have brought visitors from over 
the world to view—stretch away, 
as if into Time itself, the burning 
spaces of the desert. 

Cairo an Excellent Choice. 

It was more than wise that such 
@ location should have been cho- 
sen for this meeting of world lead- 
ers. Not only is Cairo much 
nearer Russia's and China’s lead- 
ers than Washington or London 
or Lisbon, but quiet and comfort 
can there be assured these war- 
weary statesmen. 

Certainly in Cairo no bombings 
were expected, nor belching of 
. big guns only a few miles distant, 
as would have been the case had 
London been chosen. Certainly in 


the | Cairo 


there can be no servant 
problem to cope with, no serious 
shortages of food. In this quiet, 
sunlit space of temporary peace- 
fulness, almost totally “away from 
it all,” these leaders could sit down 
and discuss, over a pot of tea, a 
parcel of food, the tragic affairs 
of mankind, the course which fu- 
ture history will doubtless take. 

There would be no wild, un- 
nerving jangling of state tele- 
phones, no flutter of hundreds 
of excited secretaries and lesser 
men. The warmth of, the Egyp- 
tian sun, the silence of the desert, 
the Sphinx, and the pyramids 
only a stone’s throw across the 
road, could but lend color and 
balm to such a meeting. 

Mena House Not Too Palatial. 

The chief charm of the Mena 
House, it must be admitted, lies 
more in its location, its history, 
rather than in its appointed ele- 
gance. For, as capital hotels go 
these days, it is definitely on the 
antiquated, simpler side of things. 

The main lobby, or entrance 
hall, are not of great size.- Nor 
are their furnishings breath-tak- 
ingly elaborate, except in a mild, 
Egyptian way. In fact, a sort of 
plainness is evident everywhere, 
especially in the average-sized 
rooms on the upper floor. The 
plumbing, and many of the ap- 
pointments about the hotel, are 
of Victorian vintage. 

It is the terraces, the hotel’s 
fabulous serise-colored bougain- 
villeia vine slowly dropping its 
lighted flowers, its long rows of 
potted purple and magenta ceni- 
raria, the pyramid-like hedges and 
narrow borders of star-eyed Eng- 
lish daisies.

CAIRO DECISIONS GIVE 
NEW HOPE TO ORIENT 


(Ramond P. Cronin, Asso- 
ciated Press correspondent in 
the Pacific for eight years, has 
just returned from Manila after 
21 months.of internment by the 
Japanese. His conclusions in the 
following story are based on 
contacts with people from every 
part of the Orient.) 


By RAMOND P. CRONIN. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 4.—(P)— 
With Japan about to be hit by a 
rising tide of United Nations land, 
sea and air power, the Japanese 
undoubtedly will employ the Cuiro 
conference decisions to give their 
regimented people a “shot in the 
arm” to increase their war effort. 

While the Cairo decisions will 
probably result in even greater 
war efforts by the masses of Japan 
and will further consolidate the 
empire in a “do or die” fight, the 
outcome of the Roosevelt-Church- 
ill-Chiang sessions in Egypt will 
prove in the long run to be of 
greater value to the United Na- 
tions than to Nippon. 

The Japanese propagandists will 
resort to their old tricks, and 
twist the Cairo decisions to suit 
their own purposes, mainly with 
the idea of increasing war produc- 
tion at home and bringing into the 
total war endeavor the few ele- 
ments still lagging. 

Yet the real “shot in the arm” 
benefits will accrue to the credit 
of the United Nations as the mil- 
lions of East Asia react to the 
promises of freedom and independ- 
ence and eventual removal of the 
Rising Sun menace that threatens 
to enslave or has already enslaved 
them. 

Accept Japs. 

When I left the Far East late 
last September, after almost 21 
months in a Japanese prison camp 
for civilians, I heard reports from 
all parts of the Orient and was 
struck with the unanimous agree- 
ment of reliable observers — gen- 
eral agreement that the masses of 
East Asia do not trust the Japs 
and look upon the United Nations 
as their potential liberators. 

Personally I know that this was 
true in the Philippines, and py 
checks with many other depend- 
able sources leads me to the belief 
that the sane condition obtained 
generally throughout China, Man- 
churia, Korea, French Indo-China, 
Thailand and the Malay Peninsula. 
It was most difficult to check on 
the masses of the Netherlands In- 
dies. I heard but one report on 
that sector and it was an indefli- 
nite indication that many of the 
natives, dissatisfied with the for- 
mer regime, were collaborating 
with the invaders from the north. 

The Cairo conference came at a 
most opportune gime. While re- 
ports indicated at the Asiatic 
masses within occupied areas held 


will undoubtedly take heart and 
do their level best to undermine 
the efforts of Nippon to develop 
the tremendous natural resources 
of the occupied regions, 


In China. 

There is no doubt as to the at- 
titude of the Chinese populace. 
They have witnessed aggression 
for years and they know just 
what it means to be ground under 
the Nippon military heel. The 
promise of the United Nations to 
keep China in the war as a senior 
partner, to restore Manchuria and 
to guarantee the future independ- 
ence and freedom of the land of 
the dragon by utterly smashing 
the Japanese empire, will do more 
to unite the Chinese for a total 
war effort than any development 
since the beginning of hostilities. 

Since the closing of the Burma 
road many influential Chinese liv- 
ing outside China, in the Philip- 
pines and Malaya, were coming 
to believe that China was to be 
left out in the cold, militarily 
speaking, until the affair in Eu- 
rope was brought to an end. 
These Chinese, high in the coun- 
cils of the Chungking govern- 
ment, were losing heart. The 
Cairo decisions will prove to them 
that the United Nations intend to 
carry major,warfare into the Jap- 
anese front yard with a view to 
utterly smashing Japan, 

The importance of these outside 
Chinese should not be underesti- 
mated. They have great power, 
financially, and their influence 
with millions back in the home- 
land means much to Chungking 
in maintaining a united front. 

The Chinese of Manchuria can 
be counted upon to do everything 
within their power to hamper the 
conqueror. These Chinese are 
mere slaves under a puppet gov- 
ernment. Their country has been 
bled white, economically, by the 
Japs and within the past year 
they have been drained of their 
foodstuffs. Major crop failures of 
last summer and'‘fall mean that 
the long-suffering Manchurians 
are might hungry this winter. The 
masses’ have little clothing to 
meet the rigors of the North 
China cold months. They are un- 
armed, therefore helpless in open 
war. I’m told they fully realized 
their plight early last fall and for 
the first time in years were open- 
ly muttering against the Japanese. 

One does not have to stretch 
the imagination very far to real- 
ize how these Manchurian millions 
will react to the Cairo program, 

Korean Hatred. 

Korean hatred of the Japanese 
is an open book. These enslaved 
people, promised restoration of 
their independence and a guaran- 
teed freedom, may react with vio- 
let.ce to the Cairo decisions. How-

Mr. Darrow has been described 
as one of the-bright stars in the 
New Yorker Magazine’s constella- 
tion. His drawings are known, of 
course, by all the readers of this 
delightful publication. They will 
welcome this collection because a 
distinctive quality of the Darrow 
art is that its humor persists. One 
can savor these cartoons many 
times without loss of relish and 
enjoyment. For those who do not 
read the New Yorker, the book 
should be a discovery of the first 
rank. It is the ideal gift for boys 
in the service. 

“You're Sitting on My Evye- 
lashes” is but one of several books 
growing out of the New Yorker 
which are published by Random 
House. In alternate years this 
firm brings out the New Yorker 
Album. Other titles in this series 
are “The New Yorker War Al- 
bum,” “The Dream Department,” 
by S. J. Perelman, “Welcome to 
the City,” by Invin Shaw, “Drawn 
and Quartered,” by Charles Ad- 
dams, “The Way Some People 
Live,” by John Cheever, and “My 
Dear Bella,” by Arthur Kober.

es little to do in vegetable gardens 
in this area in the month of De- 
cember as there 
is in any month 
of the year. 
However, there 
are many jobs 
that can be 
carried on that 
will save time 
in early spring. 

Fruit trees 
meed winter 
spraying. These 
trees, together 
with nut trees, % 
small fruits @ 
and berries 
may all be 
planted now. 

You can materially increase the 
productivity and health of your 
plants by building.up your soil 
scientifically. In order to do this 
it is, of course, necessary first to 
test the soil and thereby find what 
chemicals it contains and what 
chemicals are lacking. 

The State Department of Agri- 
culture and some of the fertilizer 
companies will co-operate in mak- 
ing tests of the soil, and there are 
available small home-testing out- 
fits that an amateur can use. 

Fertilization Plans. 

It is a good time of the year for 
these general fertilization plans to 
be made and first steps made to- 
wards carrying the findings out. 

Cleaning up the vegetable gar- 
den area is another important 
task. The old vegetable plants 
which may be still on the ground, 
the leaves from these plants and 
the weeds themselves all offer a 
harbor for diseased spores, insects 
and insect eggs. To kill these in- 
sects. destroy the eggs, and to de- 
stroy these diseased spores rake 
up this trash and burn it. 

When the ground is dry enough 
the area should be spaded or 
plowed, It should not be raked 
down smooth but left rough in or- 
der that the soil may weather. 

There are many vegetables that 
are difficult to transplant and 
there are many other vegetables 
eo easv to grow from seeds that 
transplanting is mot necessary. 
However, there is a large group 
that should be started in seed 
boxes to be transplanted into the 
garden later. These include egg- 
plant, peppers, tomatoes, cauli- 
flower, Brussel sprouts, beets, 
broccoli, cabbage, lettuce and 
onions. ‘ 

For Planting Now. 


Of this group the only ones what 
may be planted now are c ges 
and onions. In January yOu may 
start beets, broccoli, Brussel 
sprouts and cauliflower. In Febru- 
ary you may start eggplant, pep- 
pers and tomatoes. 

The December job which should 
be attended to now is the building 
of a hot bed, a cold frame or a 
seed box. Cold frames and hot 
beds should be carefully con- 
structed, and for the best instruc- 
tions we suggest that you write 
to the State Department of Agri- 
culture for their bulletin in which 
you will find full directions. 

Briefly, a cold frame consists of 
@ rectangular frame which has 
been sunk into the soil, the top 
being covered with glass in frames 
hinged so they may be raised ‘to 
allow proper ventilation. The top

“Then, through the S. T. U. the 
inductee is given instructions nec- 
essary to equip him with aca- 
demic skills essential to efficient 
performance as a soldier.”

A hot bed is a cold frame in 
which, through the use of raw 
manure, electricity or steam heat, 
the soil in which the seeds are 
planted is warmed, 

Most home gardeners find that 
satisfactory results can be ob- 
tained from the use of seed boxes. 
These may be kept in the kitchen 
or in a sunny basement window 
during the cold weather, and in 
the summer they may be placed 
in shady spots. 

Seed Boxes. 

Probably the easiest size and 
shape to build is a sturdy, shal- 
low box of four 3-inch boards 
making the box 14 inches long 
and 10 inches wide. On the bot- 
tom of this box nail 2-inch strips, 
leaving a space of about 1-4 of an 
inch between the strips. Old flow- 
er pots, or bulb pans may be used. 
However, when you grow seed- 
lings you must be careful to pro- 
vide shade for either a hot bed or 
cold frame. 


Next, and most important, is the 
selection of the material that will 
be used in this special box. 

Many gardeners and even flor- 
ists have found that for the ma- 
jority of seeds, peat moss mixed 
with a little sand is superior to a 
soil moisture or compgst because 
of the ideal moisture, oxygen and 
comparatively sterile conditions 
the peat moss provides, The com- 
mon practice is to use one-third 
sand and two-thirds peat moss.

‘Epizootic’ Controversy Shatters 
Constitution’s Peace and Quiet

A word has been restored to the 
English language. At least to that 
portion of the English language 
known to and manipulated by the 
editorial staff of The Constitution. 


But the restoration came only 
after a verbal clash that flared 
into a riot and finally .became a 
battle, the tide of which ebbed 
and flowed and which involved 
attacks, counterattacks, barrages, 
booby traps and all the other re- 
sources of modern warfare. 

It started when Wellington 
Wright took a little story over the 
phone from Clara Jean Jones, The 
Constitution’s Marietta  corre- 
spondent. Clara Jean’s informa- 
tion recorded in perfunctory way 
that Cobb county officials had 
quarantined all dogs because, of a 
rabies epidemic. 

Now Wellington Wright recent- 
ly came to The Constitution after 
decades of service on the staffs 
of the big papers in the world’s 
newspapef capital. He knows a 
thing or two. While he didn’t 
bring to The Constitution young 
blood exactly, he brought at least 
fresh blood. And a rich scholas- 
tic and journalistic background. 

Prepares Squib. 

Wellington duly prepared the 
squib and turned it in to the night 
city editor. The rewrite man 
stepped back two paces and, pipe 
poised at shoulder height, assum- 
ed the statuesque pose to which 
he is accustomed in times of 
crisis. : 

The editor’s pencil moved has- 
tily along the lines of copy to the 
place where the word epidemic 
was expected to appear. But what 
did he see? He saw epizootic. 

This is no occasion for levity, 
thought the editor, as his pencil 
scorched through the word. 

Whereupon Wellington uttered 
an anguished sound that was a 
cross between a moan and a 
scream, as if the pencil had been 
a stiletto piercing his heart. 

“No!” wailed Wellington, “epi- 
zootic is the right word.. James 
Gordon Bennett once fired his 
best reporter because he wrote 
epidemic when he meant epi- 
zootic.” 

Now the night city editor, who, 
incidentally is your correspond- 
ent, holds in awe the store of lit- 
erary knowledge possessed by 
Wellington Wright. 

So he retracted, and back into 
the copy went the Cobb county 
epizootic of rabies. 

He no sooner had passed the 
copy ajong to the news editor, 
however, than the city desk man 
sidled unobtrusively to the dic- 
tionary in search of this new- 
fangled word. 

It is well known that The Con- 
stitution building houses an ano- 
mylous collection of antique per- 
sons and things, but its dictionary, 
let us haste to say, is the latest 
edition of Mr. Webster’s newest 
New International. 

Your reporter was hoping se- 
cretly that maybe in the small 
type at the bottom Mr. Webster 
or his successors had learned of 
an epidemic among animals or 
had yielded to general misusage 
of the world. 

But no. There plainly was the 
definition of epizootic: 


“A disease affecting many ani 
mals (of one kind) at the same 
time.” 

And then came this unkindest 
cut of all: 

“Corresponding to epidemic as 
applied to disease of men.” 

His head bloody but unbowed, 
your reporter turns timorously to 
epidemic, still hoping for an out. 

But no consolation here: 

“A disease that attacks many 
PERSONS at the same time.” 

For the benefit of any radio 
announcers who. might tangle 
with epizootic, Webster divides it 
ep-i-zo-ot-ic, with the zo-ot divided 
and stressed like the co-op in 
co-operate, with emphasis on the 
“ot.” 

By this time the eagle eyes of 
News Editor Sam Cox had snagged 
on the strange word. 

“Hell,” he roared, “what's this 
you’re trying to put in the paper?” 

This outburst brought from your 
reporter at least the formality of 
a defense for having approved 
use of the term epizootic. Well- 
ington, still in statuesque pose, 


stood by comfortingly.

Well, anyway, it’s silly,” snarled 
Cox in his snarlingest manner, as 
he scornfully repeated the word 
with phonetic intonation, pro- 
nouncing it epizootic as in zoot 
suit. : 

By this time the room full of 
editorial minds quite evidently 
had crystallized into two schools 
of thought: the epidemists and 
the epizootists. 

“Them’s fighting words,” yapped 
a dozen mouths now drooling at 
the prospect of violence. 

But your reporter, weakened by 
several days of “cat fever,” was 
in no condition to cross swords 
with the belligerent Cox, and no 
blood was shed. 

Now all this time Herr Charles 
Dickson, master of the copy desk, 
had been squirming for a chance 
to get to the dictionary. 

But the story 
responsibility wi 
for preparation. 

He tossed the item gingerly to 
Rim Man Hugh Davis. Now Copy 
Reader Davis, though exposed to 
journalistic lore, is a man of fuzzy 
beard and tender years as yet 
unmarred by such a word as 
epizootic. 

“Must be kidding,” mused Davis 
as -he deleted the epizootic and 
neatly wrote in epidemic. 


Epizootic Charge. 

By this time the champions of 
epizootic had taken fresh courage 
and formed their lines for an as- 
sault upon Herr Dickson’s copy 
desk. 

After being dragged to the dic- 
tionary, Slot Man Dickson agreed 
tentatively to let the copy go to 
the typesetting machines with the 
word epizootic. 

“We'll see what happens,” he 
said in the manner of glossing 
over his capitulation. 

Thus checkmated, News Editor 
Cox broke into fresh rage. 

All hands now joined in a ver- 
bal free-for-all.. Copy Reader 
Jessee Reed must have had an 
opinion in the matter. He sat on 
the rim of his chair, his eyes 
dancing and his jaw wagging up 
and down. But his mouth never 
got out a word. 

Sam Lucchese, who hails from 
the great open spaces, eagerly 
contributed his bit: 

“Georgia people may be ignor- 
ant, but every cowboy in Texas 

ows what an epizodatic is.” 

Assistant Slot Man Earl Wat- 
son and Makeup Editor Bruce 
Manning led flank attacks as the 
battle of the epizootic raged. 

The dignified Robert E. Kerby, 
who got his newspaper training 
years ago in the academic city of 
Syracuse, N. Y., held aloof. Covy 
Readers Del Smith and Tom Kin- 
ney were trying to get in a pot 


out the yearned- 


shot, but they were caught in the ‘ 


cross-fire. 

Walls of the fourth floor bulged 
with the repercussion, and it is 
strongly suspected that at least a 
few fresh cracks appeared in the 
walls of the ancient red brick pile 
which houses the newspaper. 

Newspapermen are obvious to 
many things that would ruffle a 
layman. You can question his ap- 
pearance, his intelligence, his in- 
tegrity and even challenge his 
legitimacy of birth without vio- 
lent reaction. But doubt his 
choice of words or point of gram- 
mar and you bring on an explo- 
sion. 

In due time the mad dog item 
was attached to the cable carrier 
and hurried to the composing 
room. When proofs came back, a 
dozan pairs of eyes scanned the 
stack to see how the epizootic 
fared at the hands of the printers. 

The heading followed copy and 
announced that an epizootic raged 
in Cobb. The story. however, 
now recorded in type that it was 
an epidemic. 

The proof was corrected and 
speeded back to the typesetters. 
But not before the proof “eaders 
got hold of the item. 

Final proofs came back with 
epidemic in the head and epi- 
zootic in the textual matter. 

A committee from the editorial 
department escorted the corrected 
final proof to the composing room 
and stood by while the type was 
set, placed in the forms and the 
page sent to press. 

But this reporter is still afraid 
to look at a final edition and see 
how it got on the streets.

The 
term is “avigation easement.” 

It was developed by a member 
of the Society of Industrial Real- 
tors, Arthur C. Callan, of Portland, 
Ore. It refers to the granting of 
rights for aircraft to pass over 
property adjacent to airports.

A four-point state-wide appeal 
to induce dirt farmers and city 
landowners of Georgia to invest 
at least $11,000,000 in war bonds 
| during this Christmas month js

| peal to Georgia’s 216,000 farmers 
'whose wartime pocketbooks are

The 
Dutchman was a good farmer; nice neigh- 
bor, too. Seemed too bad his country had 
to be kicked around. . 

It was too bad Paris had to go and fall. 
An’ it was too bad about Hitler goose- 
steppin’ into Russia. But Europe was ’way 
off on the other side of the world. 

Then along came December 7, 1941. 
Just two years ago come Tuesday. The 
bombs might as well have fallen on Spide’s 
east cornfield, the way they shook him up. 

Well, it’s been heartening to see the 
change in Spide. Affairs that had seemed 
as remote as an eclipse have moved into 
his front yard, have come and sat down 
on the porch and demanded attention. 


An ODD thing that made Spide’s world 
smaller was hog bristles.

Some amateur curmudgeons suggest that the 
answer to that question is “no.”’ They say that this country 
has already been fully developed. They intimate that our 
natural resources are all but exhausted. They would have us 
believe that victory will find America a dry hole and that our 
ex-servicemen had better drop off elsewhere — in Burma, 
maybe, or Rhodesia — for a better chance of finding jobs. 

I am tired of that kind of defeatist nonsense and I have an 
answer to it. I do not know everything that industry is going 
to do to provide postwar employment, of course, but as head 
of an important department of the government, I happen 
to be in on some of Uncle Sam's definite plans for the returning 
soldiers. 

First of all, right in my own Department of the Interior, 
in just one of its bureaus, we are planning an empire for 
Johnny Doughboy to start building as soon as he arrives 
home. We are charting a new frontier for him. That is 
top news of the moment and I welcome this opportunity 
to tell THis WEEK Magazine’s readers about it. 

This empire will lie west of the 100th meridian of longitude, 
which runs down through North and South Dakota, Nebraska, 
western Kansas, Oklahoma and Texas. Look at a map and 
you'll see what that means. 

In this great western region, which covers all or parts of 
17 states, is situated one-third of the land area of the nation. 
Here the rainfall, except in the high mountains and on a 
narrow strip of Pacific coast, is inadequate to maintain normal 
agricultural production. Consequently, the conservation of 
water resources is absolutely essential. 

Yet only 20,000,000 out of more than 900,000,000 acres 
(many of them publicly owned) are now irrigated — and these 
irrigated acres are the major support of the 15,000,000 people 
who live there. Without the agricultural output from this 
acreage, Los Angeles, and other cities and industrial centers 
could not have reached their present size. 


Doubling the West 


I; IS in this vast region of wide-open spaces that we are 
planning our new empire. Department engineers tell me that 
water can be made available to transform nearly 20,000,000 
additional acres of arid land into prosperous farms. This 
would permit the West to double its present population. 

This western lahd will present us with one of the greatest 
opportunities in the world when the war ends. West of the 
100th meridian we have a land area eight times the size of 
prewar Germany, and it seems probable that if Germany had 
it, even Hitler would ask for no more. 

The plans of the Department of the Interior to convert 
through irrigation these great tracts of sagebrush and cactus 
into fertile fields and farms are neither newly-hatched nor 
half-baked. For several years now the Bureau of Reclamation 
has been getting ready to meet just such a situation as will 
face the country when peace comes. The plans for the vast 
enterprise are more than half-completed right now, and any 
time that Messrs. Hitler and Hirohito decide that they’ve had 
enough, the Bureau will be ready to translate these plans into 
action and take an enormous bite out of the postwar employ- 
ment problem. 

Here is the idea: During the three years following the

WW there be work for everyone in the United States 


end of hostilities, the government would invest up to three 
billion dollars in a broad reclamation program which would 
directly benefit everyone living west of the 100th meridian 
and, indirectly, provide jobs and opportunities to earn a living 
throughout all of the 48 States. By far the major part of the 
investment would be returned to the Federal treasury directly 
from irrigation and power revenues. Indirectly the gain in the 
national wealth through increased taxable values and pur- 
chasing power would pay big dividends. 


Maze of Waterways ~- 


Wr Congress willing and supplying the necessary funds, 
work would start immediately on programs interrupted by 
the war in the Columbia Basin in Washington, in the Central 
Valley of California, at the Gila project in Arizona and else- 
where. At the same time, other new programs would be begun 
on both sides of the Continental Divide — in the Great Plains 
along the upper reaches of the Missouri, and in the lands 
drained by the Arkansas, the Rio 
Grande, the Colorado and many other 
rivers. Dams, reservoirs, and power 


Speaking of water power, there are rivers waiting to be 
harnessed everywhere. We have been getting along on about 
one-fourth of our potential capacity. And more than two- 
thirds of our undeveloped water power is in the West. I offer 
this morsel of information to those who say that the end of 
the war will find the nation barren of opportunities. 

In discussing the coming development of the West, I have 
not been indulging in wishful thinking. Expert engineers and 
technologists of my department have been making field 
investigations and formulating definite plans for many years. 
We know what we are talking about. We are ready to start 
digging as soon as Congress gives us the ““Go”’ sign. 

Yet, great as this reclamation and power plan is, I can- 
not emphasize too strongly that it is only one of many 
which are being blueprinted by the government to assure 
postwar employment. An enormous amount of work needs 
to be done in reforestation, in soil conservation, in im- 
proving rivers, harbors and highways, in eliminating slums 
and rebuilding cities, in creating 
national parks and recreational facil- 
ities. On every side, big jobs are beck- 
oning —- not only for the immediate 


plants would be built, and thousands 
of miles of new canals and irrigation 
ditches constructed to carry water 
where it is needed most. 

This enormous building job would 
put 480,000 men directly to work for 
three years — 225,000 of them at con- 
struction sites and 255,000 in the plants 
and factories that would provide ma- 
terials for the developments. This army 
of nearly half a million men would 
transform by irrigation 6,000,000 addi- 
tional acres of desert and sagebrush to 
production farm land. This would be a 
substantial start towards the reclama- 
tion of the nearly 20,000,000 acres that 
I have mentioned as susceptible of irri- 
gation with available water supplies. 
The program would also provide supple- 
mental irrigation of another 10,000,000 
or more acres that are not getting

I. THE Mississippi delta alone lies an- 
other potential agricultural empire — 
at least 5,000,000 acres which could be 
reclaimed through adequate drainage 
and flood control. It would create thou- 
sands of rich farms all the way from 
southern Missouri to the Gulf, thus 
providing livelihoods for more millions. 

Then, to any soldier who may be 
listening to the voice of despair, I have 
this to say — Alaska has scarcely been 
touched. In Alaska, as Delegate An- 
thony M. Dimond emphasized in these 
pages recently, there are fertile lands 
that could support an agriculture equal 
to some of the best in the States; there 


enough water to produce maximum 
crops to support the present population 
of the areas. 

The irrigation of the 6,000,000 new 
acres would provide ample farms for 125,000 men and their 
families. The supplemental irrigation would make available 
40,000 more farms, because, with an adequate water supply, 
great tracts now inadequately irrigated could be cultivated 
more intensively than at present. The supplemental service 
would also give greater security to more than 100,000 families 
on established irrigated farms. 

But putting 480,000 men to work at construction, and 
locating another 165,000 men and their families on farms 
where they could become self-sustaining, is only the 
beginning. For every family that would take up land, one 
additional family would find a livelihood in the villages and 
towns that would spring up in the wake of the development, 
and a third family, elsewhere in the nation, would gain a living 
by providing the farm implements, automobiles, clothing, etc., 
which residents of the new communities would require. 

Here, then, we have one answer to the gloom-mongers who 
maintain that America will have nothing to offer its ex- 
fighting men and war workers — the greatest reclamation 
development in history — new fields, towns, factories, offering 
opportunities that challenge the wildest imaginings. 


Cheap Power 


A: THIS time, the Bureau of Labor Statistics is counting on 
the probability that Uncle Sam will retain 2,500,000 men in 
the armed forces in peacetime. That means that there will be 
approximately 8,500,000 demobilized. Directly and indirectly, 
the Bureau of Reclamation alone is preparing to take care of 
approximately a million of them. Which means that 4,000,000 
men, women and children would be assured of the necessities 
and comforts of life as the result of one government program. 

The reclamation and irrigation of desert and sagebrush 
lands would go hand in hand, of course, with the development 
of water power. Electric energy would be an indispensable 
tool in carrying forward the project. Low-cost power not 
only helps repay the government’s investment but it fur- 
nishes energy for the operation of the project. itself. In 
addition, this power would prove a priceless asset in the 
processing of many ores and minerals. Thus, the new West 
would have industry, too, with which to build a well- 
balanced economy. 


also is untold wealth in forests and 

fisheries, in coal, iron, petroleum (we 

hope), and other minerals. It will be 
_ tying for pioneers. : 

I cannot begin to discuss the many other opportunities 
which I see awaiting the men who return from the war. 

Take our forests, for instance. We have wasted them shame- 
fully in the past, but they still cover 630,000,000 acres — about 
one-fourth of the entire national terrain. Approximately 
three-fourths of this forest land is capable of producing com- 
mercial timber, and the present growth is less than half of 
what it would be if the forests were adequately stocked. 
Moreover the forests of the future will produce not only 
building lumber, pulp and fuel, but raw material for plastics 
and countless other synthetics just being developed. 

And ‘then look at coal. We have used about 30 per cent 
of our anthracite, it is true, but we have burned only 1.9 per 
cent of our enormous reserves of soft coal. It would take a 
complete article to deal adequately with the possibilities of 
coal as a raw material for hundreds, eventually thousands, of 
manufactured derivative articles; such manufactures would 
give employment and would add to our economic well-being. 


What about iron? Some pessimists point with alarm to the. 


fact that our high-grade Lake Superior iron ore may be all 
but exhausted in another 40 or 50 years, but we need only to 
discover economical methods of utilizing lower-grade ores — 
which we will — to have all of the iron and steel that we could 
use for as long a time as one can foresee. 

Much of the same may be said of oil. We haven't the 
reserves that we used to have, but scientists are achiev- 


ing promising results deriving gasoline from natural 


gas and liquified coal, as well as by retorting the oil 
locked up in oil shales and tar sands. Far from being near 
the end of an oil era, we are probably on the eve of a far 
greater, if different, one. 

Do I need to present further evidence to prove that this 
great country is not washed up? I do not believe so. 

When your boy, and mine, and the millions of others come 
home from the war, opportunity will knock at their doors, not 
once but many times. As in the past, energy and initiative, and 
honest-to-God free enterprise will be rewarded handsomely. 

I can see them now — marching into the new empire in the 
West, into Alaska, into the fields and forests and factories of 
their native States. America is not all washed up!

The main guarantee of peace in 
the Far East for the future will be a 
strong, stable and democratic gov- 
ernment in China. We need never 
fear that China will develop the fatal 
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urge to embark upon a policy of 
world domination. Her tradition, his- 
tory and philosophy are opposed to 


such a course. 
Joint Action 


Wauen the defeat of Japan comes, 
the Allied nations must agree to take 
joint action to disarm any nation 
whose aggressive preparations 
threaten the peace of the world. 

This could have been done in the 
case of both Germany and Japan 
and this war averted. Their policies 
and their military preparations to 
enforce these policies were known to 
the world. 

Unless the Allied nations can agree 
on such a course and disarm future 
outlaws before they become a major 
menace, we shall have World War 
III in the next 20 or 25 years.

N MY time I’ve known some

officer fathers in the Army and 
Navy, have found an important 
job they can do in the war. Every day 
after school — and additional hours on 
week ends — they hide their long glamour 
bobs in hairnets, don uniforms and report 
for duty at Doctors’ Hospital, Washing- 
ton, D. C. They are Jango Junior Nurses. 
“Give us four Jangos and only one or 
two regular nurses on a floor and we can 
beat the nursing shortage.” So says John 
A. Lindner, director of the hospital. 


Many Specialties 


Tus is not the only war-emergency job 
being done by the Jangos — members of 
the Junior Army and Navy Guild Organ- 
ization. And not all members are so young 
... they include officers’ wives as well as 
daughters. Mrs. Patterson, wife of the 
Undersecretary of War, and Mrs. Ralph 
Bard, the Assistant Secretary of the 
Navy’s wife, organized them for what they 
wanted most — war work. 

Today, 500 strong, the Jangos work in 
day nurseries, are teletypists and telephone 
operators, serve in canteens. 

The nursing is done by the junior misses 


A sicer of high-school girls, with 


— girls of 14 to 17. And it takes training: 


132 hours of it. After that, a Jango serves 
six hours a week. When she has served 100 
hours she gets a pin; 200 hours, a blue 
stripe; 300, a gold stripe. 

“Only one girl has been dropped,” says 
Mrs. Fred Gardner, organizer of the pro- 
gram and Project Supervisor. 

On floor duty, Jangos serve trays... 
fill water bottles ... wash faces ... 
make beds . . . clean instruments be- 
fore they are sterilized ...do a hun- 
dred routine things. 

Jangos covet the floor jobs. Every 14- 
year-old longs to be 15 — minimum age 
for going on the floor. Meantime she mans 
the information desk, the nourishment 
bar, the offices. 

“If only all hospitals knew the work 
these girls can do,”’ Mrs. Gardner says, 
“what a help! — to the hospitals and to 
wartime adolescent girls too.”’

Now every white loaf 
is packed with the 
health of wholewheat

CIENCE has restaffed the staff 

of life. Our daily white bread 

comes packed with a power- 
ful punch of health. Break bread 
gratefully; the enriched white loaf 
is now honored as a protective 
food. Since October the white 
bread you have been buying has a 
load of food iron and niacin, more 
than the loaf of yesterday. Thia- 
min, the B, vitamin, has been in- 
creased. Riboflavin, the vitamin 
B,, is now included as a “‘must”’ 
and for the first time. 

A laboratory loaf? What has it 
to do with the living golden grain 
that creates the miracle of bread? 
Here’s what — these vitamins 
and mineralsare the original cle- 
ments of the wheat that get lost 
between field and baker’s oven. 

Before 1879 when flour was 
stone-ground, 81 per cent of the 
wheat “‘berry”’ was left safe in the 
flour. Since the development 
of the rolling mills, only 
75 per cent of the berry re- 
mains. Virtually all the 
underlayers of the bran and 
the germ (or inner core of 
the grain) are removed, car- 
rying along that portion in which 
the B vitamins and the minerals 
lurk. Now science has taught the 
millers and the bakers how to put 
back by hand, so to speak, the lost 
nutritional gold. Today, the white 
loaf is an even match in health 
values for the loaf of wholewheat, 
yet it looks and feels and eats in 
the same old way. Thus science 
again pulls up even with nature. 


A White-Bread Nation 


Bor why all the bother and fuss? 
Let the world eat loaves of whole- 
wheat! Once every nutritionist 
would have nodded approval. For 
a quarter of a century she talked 
herself hoarse advocating the 
whole-grain loaf. Wise words fell 
on deaf ears. We are by and large 
a white-bread fnation; only two 
per cent of the flour that is milled 
is the wholewheat kind. There are 
good reasons against making the 
national loaf whole-grain. Many 
people cannot digest the coarser 
breads as completely as they can 


wheat flour is a flour hard to keep 
fresh. But the big reason bakers 
bake the white bread is that white 
bread is the people’s choice. What 
the housewife wants — that’s what 
she gets, a loaf whiter than white, 
delicate and soft as the petals of 
the rose. 

White bread for centuries has 
been the world’s symbol of the 
luxurious table, and eating habits 
of a people are hard things to 
change. The nutritionist talked 
less and less about the values of 
wholewheat and stressed instead 
the more expensive sources of the 
B vitamins — liver, eggs, green 
vegetables, tomatoes, lean meat. 
But war has reduced these stocks 
in the larder. We turn back again 
to bread, the universal food of the 
Western world. 


By Government Request 


F LOUR enrichment began in early 

spring of 1941 as a _ voluntary 

program undertaken by the mill- 

ers and bakers at the request of 

the government. First standards 

of enrichment demanded the addi- 

tion of thiamin, niacin and iron in 

specific amounts. Riboflavin was 

too scarce at the time to be in- 

cluded in the program. No 

great matter, for then milk 

solids (which contain much 

riboflavin) were freely avail- 

able and provided a liberal 

share. Now milk solids are 

hard to get, so under the 

new standards, riboflavin in pure 

form goes in.

Soon now all family flour must be enriched, including 
self-rising and phosphated biscuit flours. Enriched flours, 
you will notice, show a faint creamy color, due to the 
riboflavin addition, but the taste is unchanged. 

Eat all the bread you can hold and feel patriotic. Eat 
eight slices a day. Don’t go worrying about your waist- 
line. You are getting less sugar and fats in your meals 
than you had prewar. 

But eight slices! You don’t need to eat it all bread-and- 
butter style.

Bake an egg stuffing in a ring mold 
and fill up the center with creamed turkey or chicken. 

Make the egg stuffing this way: moisten 6 cups of soft 
bread crumbs with water and add salt and pepper to 
season. Brown 1 minced onion and 1 tablespoon minced 
parsley in 3 tablespoons of fat. Now add the bread and 
3 eggs well beaten. Mix thoroughly, fill the greased ring 
mold. Bake in a moderate oven about 30 minutes or until 
nicely browned. Unmold ring to large platter and fill with 
any creamed dish of your choice. 

Soup for supper? Pass the bread sticks. Cut 
6 slices of bread into fingers about 3 inches long and 
brush with 3 tablespoons of melted fat blended 
with % teaspoon of peanut butter. Brown in the 
oven and serve piping hot. 

Play tricks with the war loaf. Make bread into waffi- 
ettes. Lightly spread both sides of two thin bread slices 
with bacon fat. Leavz2 the crusts on and place together 
with any filling, but not a runny one. Place in the center 
of your waffie iron and bake to a crisp perfection. 

Scalloped chicken decked with bread curls is a fancy 
one for company. Pour the chicken mixture into a one- 
quart casserole. Remove the crust from 8 slices of 
bread. Now fold the slices in half, igloo style, and place 
these side by side on top of the chicken, with two edges 
of each slice buried in the creamed mixture. Then to 
bake in a moderate oven, about 15 minutes or until the 
dish is hot and the bread turned golden. 


Thicken White Sauce with Bread 
Wurre sauce made with bréad has a new texture, a 


difference in flavor. Remove the crusts from 3 slices of‘ 


bread; crumble. Scald 1 cup of milk, add the bread and 
cook slowly, stirring until the mixture thickens. Add 1 
tablespoon of vitaminized margarine, salt and pepper to 
taste and beat until smooth: The perfect sauce for a 
cauliflower. Nice over croquettes. 

A bread pudding can be made 40 ways from Sunday. 
Take your basic recipe and vary it from haking to baking. 
Try it marbleized: omit cinnamon and raisins from the 

iginal recipe. Use three kinds of bread — wholewheat, 
cinnamon-raisin, and white. At the last add 1 teaspoon 
vanilla and fold in lightly 4% cup semi-sweet chocolate 
drops. Distribute the drops well or they'll go plunk to 
the bottom. 

Another day, another way: When the bread pudding 
is almost done, spread the top with 4 cup of strawberry 
jam or any tart jelly and top with a meringue made by 
beating 2 tablespoons sugar slowly into 2 stiffly beaten 
egg whites. Bake until meringue is lightly browned.

SAGA OF THE U.S.S. SOUTH DAKOTA 


Trained to split-second efficiency was the crew of 
America’s new mystery battleship as she plowed toward the 
Solomons. The South Dakota was making naval history. Her 
superstructure bristled with nt. Scores of American- 
built 40 mm. anti-aircraft cannon swung skyward on twin 
and quadruple mounts. Here was an “‘ack-ack”’ ship designed 
to screen carriers from dive bombers and‘torpedo planes. 
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Firgt attack of 20 Jap dive bombers brought “Gen- 
eral ” blaring on the bull horn, Every man took his 
battle station on the double . . . spoiling for a fight. Even the 
meas attendants wanted in on it. They helped to-man rapid- 
fire guns forward. Over the PA system, Captain Gatch asked 
the men if they were ready for action. From every part of 
the mighty battlewagon came the reply, “Aye, aye, sir!” 
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Into a wall of flaming steel! dived the Jap planes. 
Batteries of 40 mm’s.—each gun hammering out 120 rounds 
a minute—blasted the skies with red tracershells. 20 mm’s., 
1.1’s and 65-inch secondary batteries joined in with a will. 
Together, their whipping fire caught one plunging target 
after another. Crimson bursts lit the skies and the sea. Then 
silence. Every single Jap plane had been destroyed! 
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Torpedo planes in second assaalt430 minutes later 
the second wave of Jap attackers roared in. 40 torpedo planes 
and dive bombers etruck at the battleship and the carrier. 
Againa withering barrage of ack-ack fire. The gun crews kept 
crying, ‘Come on, boys! Let’s have some more of that good 
red ammunition!” Except for one torpedo plane which did no 
damage, the entire enemy force was downed or turned back.

One 
imber, penetrating the curtain of fire, screamed down upon 
the ship... released a bomb not 100 feet above the bow. 
Fortunately, it struck the forward turret. But the blast 
hurled Captain Gatch against the conning tower, ripping his 
shoulder muscles. A fragment severed an artery in his neck. 
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Better than a plane a minufe. 32 Jap planes were de- 
etroyed in 25 minutes of combat. A new all-time record. The 
damaged ship was quickly repaired. And three weeks later — 
with Captain Gatch on the bridge—it was part of a task 
force which trapped the Japs in ““Windy Gulch.” The U. 8. 8. 
South Dakota helped blast a battleship, four cruisers and 
several destroyers in this night battle for Guadalcanal.
